THEY CAME FROM BRAZIL. 


PLANS TO CHECK THE DISEASE 
WELL LAID. 
\ “ 
Physicians Say That Under Existing 
Conditions a Spread of the 


Black Scourge Is 
Impossible. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

NDW YORK, Nov. 18.—There is Tittle 
doubt that the bubonic plague, that most 
terrible of scourges, killed one man and 
afflicted two others on board the British 
steamer J. W. Taylor, which arrived here 
on Friday night from Santos, Brazil. She 
was detuined at quarantine to-day. Two 
patients now on board have characteristic 
symptoms. 

Yet the city is In no danger, and any 
spread of the disease—should it prove to 
be indeed bubonic plague—is regarded by 
physiciuns as impossible. 

The serum for the treatment of the dis- 
ease is in the hands of the quarantine 
officials and they know just how to attack 
the microbe. Moreover, such precautions 
will be taken now as ‘o render it unlikely 
that traffic between New York and ports 
where the plague exists will be permitted. 

Dr. Doty, health officer of the port, who 
is in Europe, will probably sail from Liv- 
erpool to-day. In his absence, the plans 
which he prepared to combat the plague 
in oase of its arrival here will be carried 
out by his deputies, under the direction of 
an advicory board, consisting of several 
of the most eminent physiciana in the 
city. 

A test of cultures to be begun to-morrow 
will determine beyond question the nature 
of the disease which the Taylor brought 
from Santos, where it is known there have 
been cases of the bubonic plague of late. 
The Taylor left Santos on Oct. *# She 
had been at Santos all summer. A short 
time before she sailed, Robert Hope, the 
steward, fell ill. He soon grew better and 
was well enough to resume work before 
the ship sailed. On Oct. 30 (six days out) 
he complained of. headache, pains jin the 
back, extreme lassitude. Later on he de- 
veloped swellings of the glands, which are 
typical of the plague. 

He was nursed by Capt. Waters and the 
ship’s cook, but grew worse. He died five 
days later and was buried at sea. 

A few days after the steward was 
buried, Capt. Waters became ill, and his 
symptoms were the same as those of which 
Hope had complained at first. Robert 
Burns, the cook, who had agsisted in nurs- 
ing Hope, became ill, also. 

Both were confined to thelr bunks, but 
before they reached port they were on 
their feet again. Capt. Waters and Burns 
were both able to be on deck when the 
steamer reached this port, and apparently 
had passed the crisis of the disease, or 
had suffered but a light attack. 

These facts were reported to Dr. J. RM. 
l'Hommedieu when he boarded the Taylor 
this morning. He questioned Capt. Waters 
and was practically satisfled, in the ab 
sence of a bacteriological examination, that 
the bubonic plague had been brought to 
port and held the ship and crew. The 
freight will be discharged under the best 
sanitary conditions and there is no fear 
of the disease spreading. 

The disinfecting steamer James W. Wads- 
worth has been alongside the Taylor since 
her arrival this morning, disinfecting offi- 
cers and crews.and the clothing of the 
crew. The work will te continued until 
thoroughly completed, which will be about 
Menday. At 65 p. m. officials of the New 
York Board of Health boarded the J. W. 
Taylor and made a careful examination of 
Capt. Waters and Charles J. Alison, the 
Ship’s cook, who are supposed to be suf- 
fering from bubonic plague. Both patients 
were suffering from glandular swelling un- 
dere the arms and groin. On the groins of 
beth men are large blue sores, which are 
said to be quite characteristics of the bu- 
bonic plague. 

Dr. Parke, with the ald of a hypodermic 
needle, succeeded in extracting a quantity 
of pus from the buboes of both patients. 
This will be examined in order to determine 
the exact nature of the disease. The result 
of this examination cannot be determined 
before Monday. Shortly after being exam- 
ined by Dr. Parke, Capt. Waters, accom- 
panied by his wife and Charles J. Allison, 
was transferred to Swinburn Hospital for 
treatment. Both patients are quite com- 
fortable and will no doubt recover. John

LONDON, Nov. 18.—Thé latest news from 
the seat of war in South Africa is, from 
one point of view, favorable to the Brit- 
ish, showing that Kimberiey is able to 
hold its own against the Boer bombard- 
ment ard that Estcourt is also in a posi- 
tion to beat back an attack by the Boer 
force now facing it.

A number of small Boer commandos from 
the east and west are converging on Ilst- 
court and the railroad just south of that 
place. The Boers already aggregate at 
least 2000, with a few guns, which they 
evidently, from the entrenchments they 
are throwing up, mean to mount on hills 
dominating ahy advance north from Est- 
court, where Gen. Hildyard is still com- 
manding. 

Even with the strong relief column now 
hurrying up from Durban, the British will 
have a tough job to pierce the Boer forces 
thrown across the roads to Ladysmith, 
while crossing the Tugela River on pon- 
toon brid@es in the faoe of the Boer ar- 
tilery and rifle fires from the northern

Though 
part of the small arm ammunition reseryed 
for the British volunteers has been requisi- 
tioned and sent out for the use of the reg- 
ulars in Seuth Africa, there fs little like- 
hood of anf serious searcity for these 
weapons, as the manufacturing of such am- 
munition is now being push forward at 
a rate which insures an adequate money. 

The special preparations whith are De- 
ing made for fitting out the battleship 
Glory now building at Birkenhead. have 
given rise to the belief that the Duke of 
York will noist his flag on her for the spe- 
cial purpose of greeting the Amefican 
squadron, which is expected to visit Spit- 
head next summer. That such a naval visit 
will be paid is taken for granted by the 
British naval officials. Among the spectal 
preparations in connection with the Glory 
are painting the gig royal blue and careful 
arrangements to prevent drhughts around 
the Commander-in-Chief's bed.

ican meat. The guild has distributed dur- 
ing the last two months miilions of post- 
ers and pamphlets on this subject.

“Surely they won't send the famous 

double-bottom Chicago bollers in which con- 
fiscated cattle disappear in order to reap- 
ear in the form of canned meat. Per- 
iape it would be well to send at the same 
time a number of American inspectors to 
devour all the trichincus sausages discov- 
ered by German tnspection. There would 
at least be some sense in that.” 
In this connection it may be noted that 
much sickness in German garrisons is re- 
ported this week. In Schoenberg there 
were 42 cases among the non-commissioned 
officers and a larger number of privates 
were ill, owing to eating of spoiled geese 
and unhealthy potatoes.

MANY INDIANS AT STANDING 
ROCK BECOMING CIVILIZED. 


RAIN-IN-THE-FACE IS A CRIPPLE 


Influence of Squaw Men Largely Re- 
sponsible for the Advancement 
Which Is So Generally 
Noticeable. 


— 


FORT YATES, N. D., Nov. 18.—The 
Standing Rock Agency at this place is the 
center of the most courageous and Intelll- 
geut probably all the tribes of the 
American Indians—the Sioux nation—that 
nation which has cost the American Gov- 
ernment so much money to hold in check, 
and which has called upon the regular 
army for such daring men as Gen, Custer 
and the 14 other officers and &@ enlisted 
men who fell with him in his last gallant 
ht against the red men in 1876. ‘ese 
are the Indians which required the atten- 
tion of Gen. Nelson A. Miles and his whole 
command along in the seventies. Here it 
ig one may see on almost any Saturday 
(raion day) the gathering together of the 
old braves who followed the advice and 
counsel ef Sitting Bull, the unrelenting hat- 
er of the paie face. They come on foot, in 
their light spring wagons, with the squaws 
sitting flat upon the hard floor of the wagon 
bed, while the men take their places on the 
springy seat; some on horseback, running 
and racing along the well-beaten prairie 
road, aparently as happy as larks, to the 
place where our own Uncle Bam, out of the 
goodness of his great heart, is prepared to 
dish out to them meat and flour and other 
food, and clothing ag well. 

It ig on these days if you will get some 
one whe knows the history of the indgivid- 
ual Indians, that yeu can have pointed out

upright, stalwart figure, he étealthily and 
successfully led his horde into battle. 

The Indian police on this reservation are 
an interesting and unusually intelligent 
group of their race. That they are loyal 
to thelr work and the Government by 
whom they are employed has been most 
thoroughly tested when at the capture of 
Sitting Bull seven aut of forty present 
were killed outright in the fight with their 
own people which took place. They are 
active, energetic and are, if anything, too 


assiduous in the prosecution of the law. 

Slowly but surely the Indians of this 
country are becoming civilized. They are 
owning their own ranches, raising their 
own herds of cattle, putting up tons of 
hay each year, using by the way the most 
improved mowing machines and rakes. 
living in huts Instead of tepees, wearing 
the clothes of the American citizen and 
fast trying to speak in the Engiish 
tongue. The combined work of the Gov- 
ernment in their Indian schools. and of 
the Protestant and Catholic missionairies 
who spent their lives In the work of 
civilizing and Christianizing these red- 
skins, is responsible for this improved con- 
dition of the race. 

It would at first sight seem that it is 
time and means wasted when one goes 
out among these eople and finds a 
graduate of some Bastern College back 
with the family again after four or five 
years spent at study, living apparentiy 
the same, as if he or she had never seen 
or heard tell of a school, but a closer 
+pvectinea tion will show conclusively that 
there has been a refining and civilizing 
influence brought into that family which 
will have its effect upon al! its members. 

This current year the Indians of this 
agency alone have put in under contract 
for the Government over 1,500,000 pounds 
of hay and more than this amount of 
fresh beef, a fact worthy of notice. 

Not least among the restraining 
ences upon these former savages is the 
hold the men who are in this section 
termed “squaw men" (that is. white .men 
who have Indian wives) have upon them. 
They live upon the reservation and have 
the same privileges as the Indians, and. 
of course, reap the benefits of all of the 
allowances which the Government pro- 
vides for their Indian wives and children.

Vast Amounts of This Sugar Money 
Are Expended in Other Siates, but 
the Profits Are Large.

NEW ORLEANS, Noy. 158 -According to 
a chart arranged by Dr. W. C. Stubbs, pro- 
fessor of agriculture In the Louisiana State 
University, the sugar crop in Louisiana, in 
normal years, is worth from $25,000,000 to 
$35,000,000, and the amounts estimated as 
g0ing from this crop to other States is es- 
timated as follows:

The reduction in the num- 
ber of sugar houses is due to the conver- 
sion of the old system of sugar houses in- 
to the central factory, with greatiy en- 
larged capacity, and the abandoning of 
manufacturing by many cane pianters, 
whose number, per contra, has increased 
Since the creation of the central factory 
system, which is enabling small farmers to 


enlarge in the cultivation of the sugar 
cane. 

The manufacture of syrup from cane and 
sorghum, beyond the sugar belt, ig carried 
on in Texas, Louisiana. Southern Arkansas, 
Mississippi, Alabama, Georgia, Elorida and 
South Carolina, mainly for home or loca] 
consumption. The supply is wholly. inade- 
quate to the demand, and there ‘s the amp- 
lest of fields for the disposal ef this re!}- 
ished product, as the desiclency through- 
out the Union !s principally filled wiih 
Syrups adulterated with corn giucose. and 
with syrups made from rebolied molasses 
which has undergone partial fermentation 
and has been bieached by chemica! pro- 
cesses. Intensified cultivation, by rotation 
of crops, fertilizers and irrigation. would 
vastly increase the tonnage and yield of 
the hill cane. Hence the possibilities are 
incalculable for the augmentation of the 
syrup product as well as the yield of su- 
gar from cane That the pure, well made 
syrup from cane would drive out the adul- 
terated syrups from the American markets 
goes without saying. It Is a simple ques- 
tlon of more machinery for the manufac- 
ture of either syrup or sugar. Thousands 
of small cane milis, 
each, have been sold of late years in the 
Gulf States, reaching from Texas to Fior- 
ida. With a small evaporatin apparatus. 
increasing the cost of the outht to $100, a 
complete syrup of sugar factory for a 
limited supply of cane can be put in opera- 
tion. With such an outfit every farmer In 
the States referred to can make his own 
syrup and sugar. In Northern Louisiana 
many farmers are not only doing ghis, but 
are making large quantities of syrup for 
sale. The chief difficulty—that of fermen. 
tation—is being obviated by pourin the 
syrup ‘nto largg bottles when hot and sea}. 
ing them. By this means syrup has been 

reserved for years, with no perceptible 
ermentation or crystallization of sugar.

With, the insurgents 
hemmed in in the smal! province, their cap- 
‘ture should not be difficult, as it will be 
possible for the navy to co-operate with the 
army. It is generally admitted that a 
guerilla war will be carried on for months. 
Gen. Lawton in one of his reports stated 
‘to the department that a “Filipino with a 
ilgifle was an enemy.” 

Gen. Otis has aiready issued instructions 

to his forces that.all arms found in the 
possession of natives must be seized and 
confiscated. 
All the dispatches received indicate that 
the pursuit of the insurgents is being un- 
Temittingiy pushed, and with good weather 
ifor the next fortnight, it is confident.y be- 
lieved the forces of Aguinaldo will become

him to ever concentrate them.

Taylor, Republican nominee for Governor, 
has a pluralty of 261 votes, basing its esti- 
mates on the uncontested and contested 
votes. 

At Glasgow to-day Judge E. S #£Jones 
granted to Gen. W. 8S. Tayior a writ dj- 
recting the State election officers to count 
the votes recorded in the Nelson County 
election certificates as cast for “‘W. H. Tay- 
lor’ for W. 8S. Taylor. The confusion was 
due merely to a printer's error in the elec- 
tion certificates, but the Goebelites eought 
to have the vote of the country thrown out. 
The action of the court restores 185 votes 
to Taylor’s plurality, and the Republican 
State plurality is now declared to be 4702. 

The Democrats are claiminz that 
tests in Nelson, Johnson, Knox. Mercer and 
Pulaski Counties, including the throwing 
out of Louleville’s vote, will result in a 
plurality for Goebel if the rulings are:in 
their favor. 

Senator Deboe, who gained notoriety from 
a nap taken in the United States Senate 
Chamber, went to sleep to-day during the 
canvass of returns by the election board. 
No attention would have been paid to him 
had he not begun to snore and disturb the 
official count. Police Lieutenant Schneider 
tapped him on the shoulder and awakened 
him. The Senator left the room immedi- 
ately. 

The Federal Grandjury to-day returned 
15 indictments in the election fraud cases, 
three of which are against election officers 
appointed by the local Democratic Commis- 
sioners. The officials refused to give the 
names of the indicted men until the ar- 
rests shall have been made. The Grand- 
jury is not yet through its work in the 
Louisville cases,

SCHLEY ON THE CHICAGO 


The Admiral Raises His Flag on the 
Cruiser and Will Sail

NPW YORK, Nov. 18.—The ceremony of 
raising Rear Admiral Schiey’s flag on the 
cruiser Chicago took place this afternoon 


off Tomnkinsville. 

The officers and crews with the ship’s 
band lined up In ranks in dress parade fac- 
ing each other on opposite sides of the aft- 
erdeck. The Rear Admiral was presented 
to them by Capt. Rockwell and as the 
“coachwhip”’ dropped and the Rear Ad- 
miral’s two-star flag was shaken out at 
the truck, the firing 6f a Rear Admiral’s sa- 
lute was accompanied by music by the 
band.

The Chicago has a comple- 
ment of 400 men. The South Atlantic squad- 
ron consists of three vessels, the flagship 
Chicago, Capt. Rockwell; the cruiser Mont- 
gomery, Capt. Colby, now at Rio Janeiro, 
and the gunboat Wilmington, Capt. Allison, 
now at River Platt, and it is expected the 
Chicago will meet the other two vessels at 
the port mentioned.

ROBERTS IN HIS 
OWN DEFENSE 


Claims His Right tv a Seat in 
Congress. 


HAS VIOLATED NO 


MORMONS, HE SAYS, HAVE KEPT 
THEIR COMPACT. 


Disruption of Plural Families Was 
Not Contemplated by the 
Utah Constitutional 
Convention. 


NEW YORK, Nov. 18.—The Times to-mor- 
row will publish a three-column article by 
Congressman Brigham H. Roberts, Oppos- 
ing the efforts being made to exclude him 
from the House. Mr. Roberts says, in 
part: 

“Those engaged in working up @ public 


sentiment against the Representative from 
I‘tah demand of the House of Represent- 
atives either that he be not allowed to take 
his seat to which it is admitted that he was 
legally elected, or, after being admitted, 
that he be expelied. That the House can 
do either of these two things is extremely 
doubtful. 

‘“‘As many well-meaning people and Chris- 
tian ministers outside of Utah are misled 
by the falsehoods of those at the bottom of 
the religio-political scheme to unseat Utah's 
Representative, and thus defeat the ex- 
rressed will of the people of a sovereign 
tate, I point out some of the false charges 
on which the agitation is based: 

“It is falsely charged that the Mormon 
Church has broken faith with the govern- 
ment of the United States in reference to 
polygamy; that is, it is charged, that the 
practice of polygamous marriages has 
been resumed by the church. 

“In the first place, it must be remem- 
bered that no compact exists between the 
Mormon church and the Government of the 
United States on the subject of polygamy. 
The only compact existing on that subject 
is between the people of Utah, acting 
through their representatives in the State 
Constitutional Convention, and the people 
of the United States, represented by the 
President and Congress. 

“IT affirm positively that that compact 
has been kept on the part of the people of 
Utah. There is no attempt made to repeal 
or annul the parts of the constitution pro- 
hibiting polygamous or plural marriages. 
There is no desire to disrupt that compact 
with the United States. The Mormon 
Church hA&As not violated the compact, and 
has no deafre to annul it, but, on the con- 
trary, the venerable head of the church has 
officially avowed ‘his determination to ad- 
here to this settlement of the question. 
“The Representative to Congress from 
Utah has not violated this compact, the as- 
sertion of his enemies to the contrary not- 
withstanding. When the little coterie of 
sectarian ministers and disappointed would- 
be political bosses in Utah who began this 
agitation say that the Mormon Church or 
its members violate the compact between 
our State and the people of the United 
States because a few men in Utah fell mor- 
ally bound to fulfill their obligations to the 
women they married under sanction of the 
Mormon Church, previous to the issuance 
of the churches and manifestos of 1890 dis- 
continuing polygamous marriages, when 
they say this is a violation of the compact 
with the United States, they say that which 
they know to be untrue; disrupting and dis- 
continuing those polygamous relations was 
no part of the compact. It was not demand- 
ed by the enabling act. It was not any 
part of the action of the Constitutional 
Convention, but, on the contrary, steps 
were &tudiously taken not to disrupt these 
relations by constitutional provision, by 
discarding the parts of the anti-polygamy 
law which would have brought about that 
result. What good would come to the peo- 
ple of the United States by a disruption of 
those plural families; what good would 
come to either morality or religion to turn 
those plural wives and their children adrift? 
What Christian woman’s home would be 
securer for knowing that a Mormon plural 
wife’s home was now destroyed? 

‘“Let it be remembered that the home and 
family of that plural wife was established 
under the sanction of—to her—a holy church 
ceremony and with the approval of a‘l hher 
people. he fountain of the evil was dried 
up, the people of the Lnited States can he 
generous enough to allow the streams that 
flowed from it to take ttheir course until 
lost tn the oblivion of death. Some men— 
the number is few and rapidly growing less, 
who entered Into plural marriage relations 
previous to 1890, when the church formally 
and officially discontinued such marriages 
and hence, of course, age ogra to the settle- 
ment of the question by the compact of our 
State constitution, have felt it morally bind- 
ing upon their consciences to fulfill obliga- 
tions of their marriage vows to those poly- 
gamous families. This ig the only ‘poly- 
gamy’ that)has existed in Utah since the 
admission of the State or since 1890 In fact.’ 


“It is falsely charged that the Mormon 
Church controls the politics of Utah and 
that the representative from Utah was 
nominated and elected by Mormon infi- 
ueence. It is falsely charged that the Mor- 
mon “hurch leaders sought to have Rob- 
erts elected to test the sentiment of the 
pecple of United: States as to whether 
Utah woudl be held to the egreement in the 
matter of the abandonment of polygamous 
or plural marriages. This is too silly to 
require refutation. 

It is freely charged that Roberts was

elected to crowd polygamy down the throats 
of the American Congress and people, to 
an alleged prediction of Brigham 
Young that it would yet be donée. 

“It is freely charged that the congress- 
man from Utah was elected to represent 
polygamy. That if he is seated and retains 
his seat it will mean that Congress indorses 
polygamy and that there will be an im- 
mediate revival of the Mormon plural mar- 
riage system in Utah. 

Does the House of Representatives in- 
dorse the individual views of all the men 
it admits to membership? If socialists 

should from some Congressiona] District 
elect a Congressman, would his admission 
to the House eay to the world that the 
American Congress indorsed socialism? 

“I don’t go to Washington as a represent- 
ative of polygamy. Il1am not sent there by 
my constituents to ask Congress to consent 
to the repeal of the clause in our State Con- 
stitution which defines, prohibits and pun- 
ishes polygamy—and it should be’ remem- 
bered that* this particular clause in our 
State Constitution cannot be repealed with- 
out the consent of the United States. I 
shall not go to Washington to advocate or 
even defend polygamy, 

“It is fa.ely charged that the Represent- 
ative from Utah now advocates polygamy— 
that is the present contracting of polyga- 
mous marriages, notwithstanding the Utah 
constitutional prohibition of such mar- 
ages. 

“I pass by the many other falsehoods that 
have been uttered relative to myself in this

THE METEORS DO NOT SWARM 


Astronomers Begin to Suspect Their 
Calculations Are Figured 
Incorrectly. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, Nov. 18.—After an almost 
profitless week of watching for the great 
swarm of meteors which it was predicted 
would blaze across the orbit of the earth 


early last Thursday morning, astronomers 
are beginning te suspect that elther their 
calculations have been at fault or that the 
course of the Leonides are more erratic 
than they supposed. 

There has always been difference of opin- 
ion as to the precise time at which they 
might be expected. Flammarton eaid that 
the period of their greatest Intensity would 
be the morning of Nov. 14. But American 
astronomers generally fixed the time for 
this year as beginning with the rising of 
the constellation Leo at 1 o’clock on the 
morning of Nov. 16. The shower due in 
Nevember, 1776, did not come until the fol- 
lowing year, and there is a disposition to 
think that the same phenomemon has oc- 
curred and that the celestial display will be 
visible next November. 

What has rendered the @isa tntment of 
astronomers the keener is that hi h s 
were entertained of securing the first pho- 
tographs ever taken of the ificent 
spectacle of the heavens ablaze with count- 
less thousands of shoot!ng stars. 

The only results this vear were the se- 
curing of photographs of several hundred 
straggling meteors, only a portion of which 
have been fully identified as members of 
the Leonic swarm.

COTTON UP. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch, 

INBW YORK, Nov. 18.—Wfthin: a few 
months everyone who wears clothes made 
of cotton or wool will have to pay more for 
them. The cause of this is an advance 
in the price of the raw material entering 
into the manufacture of woolen cloths and 
a shortage in manufactured cotton. 

The woolen situation is primarily due to 
the drougth which prevailed in (Australia 
in 1897 and 1898. 

It has been made worse by the brisk de- 
mand for Australian mutton to feed the 
British troops in South Africa. The two 
years drougth in Australia killed off nearly 
50 per cent of the wool bearing sheep and 
the sudden demand for nrutton has made it 
more profitable for the Australian farmers 
to slaughter what remained than to keep 
thenf for wool growing purposes. The food 
demand it ds feared may also induce the 
Australians to cross the breed of their 
@heep, as those which grow the best wool 


}do not make the best mutton. . 


Australian wool has risen © a= oent in 
rice in the last six months. hat coul 
bought at 60 cents a pound six months 
ago now brings 90 cents, and in England, 
where the stock on hand is emall, it is 
quoted at $1 a pound.

Bank failed for the 
second time Nov. 30, 1896, and carried do 
the Bank of Westport, a private concern. I 
had nearly 230 depositors and carried $l 
561,000 in deposits, 62 per cent of which hag 
since been paid depositors by the recelver, 
Shortly after the failure, Rieger and Covi 
ton were indicted on numerous coun 
charging misapplication of the bank's funds 
and ombezziement.

Industrial Commission Listen 
to Surprising Testimony. 


ARMOUR HEADS THE QUINTETTE 


SPECIAL FREIGHT RATES GIVE 
THEM THE POWER. 


Ownership of Private Cars Allow the 
Magnates to Make Fortunes on 
One Hand While Lesing 
Money on the Other. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

CHICAGO, Nov. 18.—The evidence sub- 
mitted ‘to the subcommittee of the indus- 
trial Commission now in session here has 
established these facts: 

1. That the Interstate Commerce Law is 
useless, 

2. That the railroads give 
heavy shippers. 

3. That grain warehousemen have gone 
out of the storage business and absolutely 
control the product by purchase and com- 
bination. 

4. That five men in Chicago—P. D. Ar- 
mour, Qharles Counselman, 'P. B. Weare 
and two others—meet every morning and 
fix the price to be paid farmers for grain. 
That this price is fixed through combina- 
tion with the granger railroads which dis- 


rebates to 


criminate against outsiders. 
S. H. Greeley, a prominent Board of Trade 


man, testified: 
‘‘The railroads are the foundation stones 


of the trade combinations which are ris- 
ing in this country to-day. Special rates 
on freie@ht are the fruit on which these 
combinations live. The railroads combining 
with the public warehouses, have brought 
about the condition which insures safety to 


the bucket shops. 
‘“"he men who fix the price to be paid the 


farmer are Armour, on the St. Paul Rail- 
way and Burlington, Charles Counselman 
on the Rock Island and the Weares on the 
Northwestern. Mr. Armour ts. believed to 
be the man who planned these combina- 
tions. He is the biggest highway robber in 
commercial] life to-day. 

“The Armours own between 10,000 and 20,- 

freight and refrigerator cars. If any 
man owns cars and receives a minimum of 
five-eighths of a cent from the raflroads 
for each mile each car travels he can lose 
money in the grain business and still make 
fortunes out of his private car system. 

“I believe that every public warehouse- 
man is receiving from railways advance in- 
formation of changes in tariffs. When these 
railroad systems become the merchandisers 
of the country nothing short of govern- 
ment ownerehip can correct matters, for I 
don’t believe any law can be drafted which 
will govern a railroad.” 

When asked as to the telegraph system, 
Mr. Greeley said: ‘It is as gigantic a crime 
for a man to have the use of a private wire 
as to own a private freight car. I believe it 
a crime ander the United States law for 
telegraph companies to give quotations to 
bucket shops.’’

Their Deaths to Be Honored 
Next Thursday Evening. 


FACTS HITHERTS. UNWRITTEN. 
SEVERAL 8T. LOUISANE "YN, THE

MOVEMENT. 


Trial and Execution of the Mart; 
Graphically Described by a St. 
Louisan Who Was an 
Eye Witness. 


Next Thursday evening at Pickwick Hall, 
Jefferson and Washington avenues, the 32d 
annual celebration of the death of the 
“Manchester Martyrs” will take place, 
under the auspices of the Irish Nationalists 
of St. Louis. 

Rev. Eugene Sheehy of Limerick, Ire- 
land, the patriot who was arrested under 
the suspension of the habeas corpus act in 
1881, and spent 18 months itn a British prison, 


will be the orator of the evening. An 
elaborate musical and literary programme 
has been arranged, 

The “‘Muanchester Martyrs,” Allen, Larkin 
and O’Brien, were executed at the Old 
Bailey Prison, Manchester, Ireland, 82 years 
ago. It was during the Fenian uprising. 
Col. Kelly and Col. Srirn Deasey, alleged to 
have been two of what were termed the 
“head centers’’ of the movement, had been 
arrested and were being Gonveyed from 
court to jail in the prison van. Ata lonely 
spot on the road, underneath a railway 
bridge, the van was halted by several men. 
The policeman standing on the step guard- 
ing the door was shot in the foot. The door 
was locked, and being unable to force it, 
one of the party fired a shot through the 
lock. The bullet killed Sergeant of Police 
Brett, who was guarding the inside. In 
searching for Kelly and Deasey all] the 
prisoners were NMberated. Some were reé- 
captured, but Kelly and Deasey got clear 
away and finally escaped to America, al- 
though every port was closely watched, 
and every outgoing vessel searched for 
months afterward. 

Four men, Allen, Larkin, Gould and 
O’Brien were arrested and tried jointly for 
the crime. Allen, Larkin and O’Brien were 
convicted and suffered the death penalty. 
Gould was acquitted. 

Later a man wel! known in 8t. Louis in 
later years, and Edward O’Meagher Con- 
don, for many years, and until quite re- 
cently, inspector of pubic buildings in 
Washington, were tried for complicity in 
the killing. They weré convicted and each 
served 11 years in prison. O'Connor was 
arrested and tried under the name of Shaw, 
and only disclosed his ident.ty on his con- 
viction. 

While the St. Louisan was convicted, it 
afterwards developed that he had nothing 
to do with the affair. He is said to have 
been in London, 200 miles away, working at 
his trade as a carriage maker at the time. 
Whether he chose to suffer to shield some 
one else, or was inspired to play the role 
of martyr for other reasons is not known, 
but he made no effeort to establich an alibi. 

Col. °*Tim Deasey was a native of Law- 
rence, Mass. He made his way back there, 
and later on was elected town marshal. He 
died there about 1873. Col. Kelly still l-ves 
in New York. 

Allen, Larkin and O’Brien were innocent 
of the killing of Sergeant. Brett, nor was 
the killing done purposely. The world does 
not know to this day who fited the shot, 
but some members of the Nationalists 
knew. While he lived the secret was rigid- 
ly kept. Only a few of the tried and true 
were intrusted with it. Not a vague clew 
ever leaked toa British spy at a time when 
they were everywhere. 

This man died five years ago. He was 
never arrested, nor even suspected by the 
British authorities. He was the brains of 
the releasing party. When they were un- 
able to foree the lock, and when every sec- 
ond of time was valuable, as the affair took 
place in a public thoroughfare within the 
limits of a city of then 300,000 inhabitants, 
this man said: ‘“‘We musi open that door.” 

“How? said one of the party. 

“Shoot the lock off.”’ he replied, sulting 
the action to the word. Britt received the 
bullet. 

Another fact connected with the affair 
not known to the public, and now published 
for the first time, is that a St. Louisan, now 
dead. named the detail of men who were 
assigned to the liberation of Kelly and 
Deasey. He was buried by the Irish Na- 
tionalists of St. Louis last May. As in the

case of the other St. Loulisan, his identity 
was carefully concealed while he iived. He 
was the first man arrested after the sus- 
pension of habeas corpus and 14 pthers 
were arrested about the same time. He 
spent 14 months in jail, but was the only 
one of the 15 whom Nagle, the spy, failed 
to identify. The others. were all convicted, 
and served varying terms. 

Thomas A. Wright, formerly one of the 
staff of the Post-Dispatch, now advertising 
manager for the Mermod & Jaccard Jéw- 
elry Co., is probably the only man in St. 
Louis, and: one of the very few in the 
United States, who witnessed both the trial 
and execution of the ‘‘Manchester Mar- 
tyrs."" He gave some interesting reminis- 
cences of the affair to a reporter for the 
Post-Dispatch last night, as follows: 

“Tl was a youngster then, between 14 and 
15 years old, but as that trial marked the 
first time I was ever in a court room, and 
the execution was the first I ever wit- 
nessed, to say nothing of the general ex- 
citement at the time, my impressions re- 
main very distinct after 32 years. 

‘IT was living in Manchester at the time, 
and my father’s store and gold leaf manu- 
factory was, and still is, exactly oppo- 
site the building where the trial was held. 
The present ASssizes building was not then 
built—I think it was in course of erection— 
and a building formerly used as an up- 
holstering store was in usé as a temporary 
court room. 

“During the intense excitement which 
reigned at the trial, there was considerable 
caution exercised in the admission of spec- 
tators, but my oldest brother had the en- 
tree, and used to take mea With him. Al- 
len’s was the face I chiefly remember, and 
by a trivial incident. Tobacco chewing is 
a habit not nearly so common in England 
as here, and my youthful attention was at- 
tracted to Allen becauae, as he sat tn the 
dock, he chewed. He was quite young, 
only about 19 years old, and + can reécall 
now how he looked as he leaned forward 
at frequent intervals to expectorate. 

‘The release cf Kelly and Deasey and the 
killing of Sergt. Brett caused tremendous 
excitement.

Larkin and 
O’Brien took place in public in the Oijd 
Bailey jail, two or three blocks from the 
Courthouse. A part of the prison wall 
was torn down to admit of the gallows be- 
ing in full view. The crowds began to ar- 
rive early the evening before and swelled 
steadily all night. Barriers were erected to 
prevent serious crushing. and soldi4rs were 
on guard to preserve order and to forestall 
any possible attempt at rescua. 

“Of course, I was not supposed to be 
there, but with a boy’s curiosity I worked 
my way into the thick of the crowd. My 
old father, now In his 80's. do*s not know 
to this day that I was there. My recol- 
lection is that the hangin took place 
about 10 o’clock in the morning. My most 
vivid recollection is of the saream of Wo- 
men and the awful rush of that crowd 
when the drop fell. It is a wonder 1 waa 
not crushed under foot put I aquirmed 
into a doorway and retnained till the rush 
was over. For many months afterwards, 
however, the new bricks in the Old Balley, 
marking the place where the gamhows 
stood, brought the scene Back to mé with 
fresh bhotrors.

HIS FATAL DISEASE WILL CARRY 
HIM OFF. 


‘Acting Chief Dispensary Physician 
Made a Thorough Examination 
of the Prisoner and Says His 
Doom Is Sealed. 


There is small probability that Frank 
Callaway will ever die on the gallows. The 
convicted wife-murderer has consumption 
in the “galloping’’ form. His lease of life 
is short. It is not believed he can live 
longer than six months at the most. 

His case is row in the Supreme Court 
There is small likelihood of ét being finally 
acted on and the sentence of the court 
carried out in less than six months. 

Dr. George Il. Kearney, acting chief Dis- 
pensary physician, is authority for the 
statement that Callaway has ‘galloping’ 


consumption. He has made a thorough ex- 
@mination of the man and says there is no 
possibility of his being mistaken. 
Way's death under any circumstances 
would be certain. If he were out of jail 
end might be delayed a year and pos- 
sibly longer, but in 6 jail surroundings 
the disease will quickly run its course to 
@ fata) termination. 

Dr. Kearney made the discovery of Cal- 
laway’s condition yesterday. During the 
absence of Chief Dispensary Physician Jor- 
dan, Dr. Kearney has been acting chief. 
As such it is his duty to visit the jail 
each day and treat the prisoners who are 
in need of treatment. 

While Dr. Kearney was at the jail Fri- 
Gay Callaway came up to him and asked 
him to prescribe something for a persistent 
cough which he said had been annoying 
him for some time. 

ie coughed several times as he as 
epeaking. Dr. Kearn was certain that 
he detected the ring of consumption in it. 

esterday he made a thorough examination 
of Callaway’s chest. Ali of the charac- 
teristic symptoms of consumption were 

resent. ie was satisfied beyond a doubt 

his own mind, but in order to have in- 
disputable scient{fic proof he made a thor- 
ough examination of the ‘prisoner. This 
Bhowed not only that Callaway had con- 
sumption, but that the disease had pro- 
gressed further than he had before sup- 
posed. 

Callaway was a medical student before 
he turned wife-murderer. He seemed to sus- 
pect what was the matter with himself, or 
at least to be anxious. Dr. Kearney did 
not tell him the truth. For reasons of his 
own he did now want him to know it fora 
day or two. 

After the doctor left the jail Calaway 
requested Guard Slegrist to look at the 
book kept for the purpose and tell him what 
was the doctor's diagnosis of the case. The 
Goctor had anticipated this, though, and 
had left blank the line on which the diag- 
nosis is usually written. The doctor filled 
in the line ‘last night. 

Dr. Kearney said last night to the Post- 
Dispatch: ‘‘Callaway has consumption be- 
— ay yi ee ut is the rapid kind 

moniy called gallopin consumption. 
All the ind!cations are that he contracted 
the disease in the jail. When he went in 
there he was a splendid specimen of stal- 
Wart manhood. He weighed about 20 
pounds then. He now weighs less than 1 
pounds and is becoming emaciated.

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KILLING OF COTNE 


HIS WIDOW RECEIVES PARTICU- 
LARS OF HIS DEATH. 


LETTERS FROM HIS FAMILY. 


He Appears to Have Fallen Into Bad 
Company—His Companions Held 
for the Grandjury. 


At last, after almost a month of anxious 
waiting, ‘Mrs. Edward Lee Cotney haa 
learned the particulars of the murder of 


her husband at Léexington, O. T., on Oct.

Mrs. Cotney says she is now convinced 
that her husband went to Lexington under 
ressure from his parents. She says she 
as received information that he wrote her 
a letter while she was still in Shawnee, but 
that it was intercepted. 

Cotney was visiting his uncle in Lexing- 
ton. He went well dressed, was known to 


be looking for a business opening and was 
suppose] to have a large sum of money 
about him. The motive of the killing seems 
to have been rubbery. Frank Smith, the 
man wh) killed him, claimed self-defense, 
but on the preliminary hearing he was held 
for the grandjury without bail. 

Cctney’s death was due to his falling 
into bad company. The night he was killed 
he was traveling around town with sev- 
eral persons, one of whom introduced him 
to Frank Smith, who is described as a des- 
perado. They were together until long 
after midnight.» The others drank heavlly, 
but all of the witnesses at the preliminary 
trial testified that Cotney was sober. 

Between midnight and morning Cotney, 
Elkin and Smith started to go across the 
bridge to Purcell, Il. T. Before they had 
gone’ far Elk™m was taken sick and he 
turned back and went home. Cotney and 
Smith went ahead toward Purcell. A man 
who drove by them ina buggy heard Cotney 
say: ‘“‘What in the —— do you mean?” 

When this man had driven 40 yards fur- 
ther he heard four shots fired. He did not 
go beck. 

Smith went to Lexington and gave him- 
self up. He sald that ‘he had no words with 
Cotney, but that Cotney suddenly began 
slashing at him with a knife and that he 
shot Cotney in self-defense. He exhibited a 
siash in his coat in substantiation of his 
statement, Dut it was shéwn that the knife 
which Cotney had was not sharp enough 
to cut through cloth, 

The autopsy showed that Cotney’s ekull 
had first been fractured Dy a biow with a 
blunt instrument. The position of the 
wounds, as well as the mud on the knee 
and hands of Cotney, indicated that Cot- 
ney had been knocked down on one knee 
by the blow and shot while in that posi- 


tion. 

The bellef that Cotney was murdered is 
general in Lexington, and for a time the 
talk of lynching Smith was so strong it 
was. thought best to take Smith to Okla- 
homa City for safe keeping. 

Whatever may have been the feeling of 
_—— parents toward his wife, it is evi- 
dent the calamity which has come to her 
and to them alike has softened it. Mrs. 
Cotney has received a letter from her hus- 
band’s mother, in which she pours out her 
erief as to one who can understand it. 


| Edward was almost idolized by her and she 


has been almost prostrated ever since his 
death. She wrote: 

“I am so prostrated that I can hardly 
write, My brain is in a quiver. Our 
pressens darling boy, the image of my own 
,0dy, was murdered. This its something 
that I will never get over. Exidie is before 
me day and night. I can’t see how I am 
to live without him. I am bewildered and 
heart broken. I am left a wreck. There 
is nothing in the future, I mean in this 
life, for me. Oh, my God, how can I live 
in this lonely world without by precious 
Eddie. May God be with us in this sad 
bereavement.”’

Public Yn yee ran so high that there 
was talk of lynching Mrs. Fortmeyer, but 
prompt interference on the part of Chief 
of Police Harrigan nipped this plan in the 
bud. Indictments er ye Mrs. Fortmeyer 
with murder in the first degree on several 
pouat were returned and she was placed 

About the same time Joseph Fore killed 
a man named Beach at 706 Pine street and 
then went to home at Twelfth and 
WwW semngtes avenue, and killed Mrs. Fore 
with a hatchet. Jealousy was his motive. 
Mrs. Fortmeyer was permitted to plead 
guilty to murder in the second degree, part- 
ly because of lack of evidence and partiy 
because of her age. She was nearly s#0 
years old. 

She and Joe Fore were taken to the penil- 
tentiary together. A year later they both 
cscaped. Fore Was recaptured and taken 
back to the penitent'ary, where he died, 
but Mrs. Fortmeyer was never located by 
the police.

WASHINGTOW WAS EASY FOR 
Ti) LADS FROM COLUMBIA. 


WORK OF THE OFFICALS POOR. 


The Missouri Eleven Threatened to 
‘Withdraw from the Game at One 
Time—Oarr Made a Beauti- 
ful Goal from the Field. 


Missouri University defeated Washington 
University In the game of football at Ath- 
letio Park yesterday. The official score was 
3 to lL. However, the score can not be 
taken as a “et by which the relative 
merits of the t teams can be judged. 

On straight footbail, exciuding tne penal- 
tiles of the officials, the score would have 
been to VU, and probabiy more for the 
sturdy Missourians, who guve tne cleverest 
exhibition of football ever seen in St. Louis. 
The two touchdowns scored by Washing.on 
were the direct results of penalties inflicted 
on Missouri for off-side piay. 


It was figured out that Washington gain- 
ed more ground on penalties than on 
straight football. Never in the history of 
football in St. Louls was ground given so 
freely for the infraction of the rule per- 
taining to off-side play. There has been a 
great deal of complaint as to the infraction 
of this rule and the officials in yesterday's 
game were evidently bent on enforcing it. 
lt can not be denied that the strict inter- 
pretation of the rule was carried to an ex- 
treme and as a result the Missouri eleven 
was a great sufferer. 

At one stage of the game it looked as if 
Missouri team would withdraw from the 
game. With the score 12 to 6 In favor of 
the lads from Columbia at the end of the 
first half, Coach White wanted to take his 
team off the field, and not until it was de- 
cided that the referee and umpire should 
alternate in second half would the Colum- 
bia coach consent to let his men play out 
the game. 


Aside from this unpleasant feature of the 
game, it was a great contest. The Missouri 
eleven gave the cleverest exhibition of foot- 
ball ever seen in St. Louls. The husky lads 
from up in the State seemed to be simply 
irrepressable. They went through, around 
and over the local eleven almost at will. 
With one exception the Washington men 
did not hold the Tigers for downs during 
the whole game. 

It would be hard to tell who did the 
work for the Missourians, As a matter of 
fact no single man could be picked out. 
It was the excellent team work that won. 
Whenever a Columbia man had the ball 
there would be found ‘the other ten, lend- 
ing a helping hand. Aga_n the play of the 
Missouri men was simply terrific in point 
of speed. Their play in this respect was a 
revelation to the local eleven. In two 
minutes after the ball had been put in play 
the Missouri eleven had put a man across 
the line, kicked the goal and were ready 
for another kick.” The game was shorter 
than the regulatten, the halves being only 
30 minutes. If they had been longer the 
score would have been larger for the Tigers, 
as they were fresh while the local eleven 
seemed to be badly winded. 

The feature he game was the drop 
kick of Carr f ash ngton. It was a 
beautiful piece of work. he ball had been 
kicked far down the field near the Mis- 
sourl goal when Washington got possession 
of the sphere on one of the numerous 
off side rulings. After a couple of unsuc- 
cessful trials to go through the Missouri 
line, the signal was g.ven for Carr to 
drop back for the kick. The ball was wel! 
handled by all concerned and Carr had no 
trouble putting the ball squarely between 
the posts. 

Gentry, for Washington, played a fine, 
up-hill game, but was unable to do much 
unassisted with the compact interference 
of the Missouri eleven. The Washington 
team seemed to be weak on defense and the 
offensive did not seem to show up as. well 
as aaaresees games, There was no ground 
gain on end runs and the meager ground

the lawe abolishing the tyrannical] custom 
of compelling the female members of the 
household to do the housework; the laws 
making mem ineligible to hold any office 
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of trust or emolument in the United States 
—all these, and many more, were the step- 
ping stones which marked the progress of 
Our sex, x 

‘““Now that men have been taught the 
sweet lesson of submission, we should en- 
courage their patience by allowing them 
equal rights with the women in the United 
States. 

“In the petition now before this body they 
do not ask for the despotic power they held 
before, but only to be aitizens. We pro- 
pose to make them not slaves but co-work- 
ers in this great nation. 

“We have not taken time to look beyond 
our great trimphs to see what may Je in 
the future. Madame President, our 
thoughts should be mainly bent on con- 
sidering not how we can selfishly control 
this vast government, but how we can 
better the condition of the whole. people by 
allowing the male population to assist in 
making the laws. 

“We demanded the ballot. We wanted to 
take part in the torchlight processions.s We 
wanted to demonstrate our fitness fof gov- 
erning by coming home ‘elevated’ on elec- 
tion nights. We wanted to go to Con- 
grees. We wanted to wear pajamas. 

“These blessd privileges have been ours 
these many years, and we have proved to 
mankind that matrimony is not our only 
destiny. Now that we have assumed that 
position mn life to which we were entitled, 
why should we refuse to share that power? 


Why not grant the right of citizenship to 
the male population of this coumtry? °* *° ® 

“We need men in our armies. They may 
mot wear their uniforms so becomingly as 
do the ladies who now defend our country, 
but we need some men for the real work— 
real bad, horrid men, who are not afraid of 
dogs and cows and mice and such things! 
My heart stands still at the thought of 
having to shoulder a gun and go forth to 
fight—what?—-whom? An army of men 
drawn up in battle aray!

of the Provident Association. This central 
idea, to devise means by which the 
pespecting can help themselves, 
through all the plans of the association In 
fits efforts to check unfortunate and tempo- 
rarily distressed humanity in Its despaly.&g 
leap toward beggardom Dr. Finney ta ks 
very earnestiy about these self-help plans 
Every detail! has been carefully worked ou: 
and at the association's new building, 1523 
Washington avenue, all the machinery and 
e@ppliances necessary to make the self-help 
idea effective have been installed 

One result of this se -help idea has been 
the establishment of a large sewing room 
on the sécond floor of the building The 
manner in which this sewing room has been 
equipped gives it the appearance of a large 
factory. Two long rows of machines have 
been: placed on one side of the room, with 
A carpenters horse between each machine, 
assed for holding cloth. These machines are 
@riven by electricity. On the other 
of the room shelves and counters 
been placed, where the stock !s kept and 
cut out for the machine operators The 
room ie well lighted by electricity and well 
ventilated. The plan upon which the direct- 
ors of the association propose to run this 
eewing room will to a slight extent operate 
egainst sweatshops. Orders will be taken 
from large clothing houses for the manu- 
facture of men’s and boys’ clothing and 
gork of that character. The stock, of 
course, tis to be furnished by the clothing 
houses. Women who are in need will be 
put to work on these orders and will be 
paid for thelr work al) that the Provident 
Association gets for it. Pecuniary profit to 
the association does not enter into the plan. 
The machines are simply donated for a time 
to the seamstress. What she makes will 
Be acoording to her ability andijspeed. For 

_ tnstance, in the making of meb's trousers 

. ice paid by the clothiers im what are 
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commonly termed sweatshops ts from 63 
cents to $2 per dozen. In these g'aces $a 
week Is counted a good income, so that at 
these prices a deft woman in the Provident 
Association sewing rooms wWill be abie .o 
make someth ng like $4 or $. For this 
monev she will have to make, provided the 
contract is made at prevailing prices, six 
dozen, or 72 pairs of trousers. The custom. 
ary price for the making of we giving 
the lowest figure, is $1 per dozen, while the 
price paid for the putting together of cvats 
is about $2.4 per dozen. 

“We hope; sald Dr. Finney, “with 
aid of our workrooms, to able 
that class of self-respecting women who are 
not In any sense beggars, but who are try- 
ing to make their own way. For instance, 
a youne widow, whose husband has just 
died and lef: her penniless, may come to ua. 
During his life, perhaps, he made good 
wages and kept the Hetle home in- good or- 
der. She had no need to worry about how 
the larder was to be filled with provisions, 
had never foreed to go out in the 
world and battle for bread. But now he js 
gone comes to us. We give her a 
place in wur sewing rooms, and while she 
ls Making a scanty living, she learns to be 
a good seamstress, and by and by she may 
secure a good place. Last winter we grad- 
vated 4 women and girls in this depart- 
ment, and any woman with a diploma from 
the Provident Association's workrooms will 
have no trouble in finding work. aay 
are all anxious to get.them. If a woman ! 
hindered by her small children in securing 
work, she can bring them to us. We place 
then in our day nursery, where we bathe 
them, dress them tn clean clothes provided 
for that purpose, feed them and teach them 
child's games and put them to sleep in the 
nursery dormitory until thelr mother re- 
turns. If a woman comes to us who has 
no home and we find her case a deserving 
one we assign her to a room in the wo- 
man's lodge. These rooms are neatly fur- 
nished, small, but oosily arranged. We give 
her the room, the use of the bath, and good 
meals. For this we shall make a smal! 
charge. We have a similar lodge for men 
at 173% South Eightenth street where we 
bave our wood and coal yard.

lt may be estimated reasonably that the real estate of the islands 
cost one-half the purchase money paid to Spain, and that the remain- 
ing $10,000,000 war the price paid for the inhabitants. Thus, roughly 
estimating the population at 8,000,000, we find the price paid for each 
Philippine native to be $1.25. Now, If the President should announce 
that $1.50, a good price when compared to the Spanish valuation, would 
be paid for each native rought to the seacoats and delivered at certain 
designated denots to accredited agents of the Government, the entire 
population of the archipelago would doubtless divide itself into two 
parts, one composed of the strongest, most reckless and mercenary 
natives. probably amounting to at least one-quarter of the population, 
while the other three-quarters would be made up of women,children and 
men of only moderate enterprise and fighting abilities. Then, if the 
estimates of the Filipino character as given to us by the agents of the 
President are correct, it would not be long before the natives included 
in the first of these classes would begin to bring in the members of the 
second Class and to deliver them to the President's offieers at the 
Gifferent seaports. 

Another objection may be urged, to the effect that it would be very 
difficult to dispose of the men, women and children who would be thus 
brgueht in and delivered to the agents of the President, but further 
réfiection will show that this objection would not hold. In the fiyst 
Place, there is a large home market. The Sultan of Sulu, who by treaty 

alliance with the President is protected in the maintenance of the 
institution of slavery, would readily buy large numbers of these men, 
women and children, and without doubt would be willing to pay an 


~ average price of at least $& per head for them, while transportation to 


his domains would not cost over 50 cents per head. 

As for the rest of the captive natives who would gradually be de- 
livered to the Government agents, they could be transported to portions 
of Africa and to many eastern countries where slavery is still in vogue 
at a cost, if properly packed, of not more than $4 each, while the price 
received for them could not be estimated at less than the very moderate 
Price of $20, wholesale or to jobbers. 

Leaving out of our calculation the natives sold to the Sultan of 
Sulu—viewing the easy terms of that transaction simply as an act of 
friendly recognition—we wiil consider the profits which would accrue 
from the trade with these distant ports. Each Filipino has already 
enat $:.25; the subsequent price paid for delivery would be $1.50, while 
the, cost of his transportation to a distant market would be $4, thus 
making the entire cost of each denorted native $6.75. The profit per 
head would then be $13.25, and with a liberal allowance of 500,000 natives 
#i@ to the Sultan and lost in various ways, this would leave a balance 
of five and half million natives to be disposed of, giving a total profit 
of $72,875,000, which would not only enable the President to refund te 
the Treasury the $20,000,000 paid to Spain, bug would go far toward 
G@effcying the expenses of the late war.

HE parallel between the American struggle for independence and 
that being waged by the Boers is close enough to have produced 
frequent comparisons, but these have dealt only with the super- 
ficial phases, and the most instructive one has hitherto been 

wholly neglected. This mocmblance, primarily a military one, becomes 
of greater intercsat when jts underlying cause can be traced to polit- 
fea] intluences. 

Any one familiar with the dispatches of the British officers during 
the Revolution, who has read th@ recent accounts from the Transyaal, 
cannot fail to have been struck with their similarity. ‘“‘The rebels were 
for a while dispersed,” pnd “The men behaved with their usual in- 
trepidity,” is the way Gage described the affairs of Lexington and Con- 
cord, yet the British retreat was really a flight, and.a loss of 18 offi- 
cers in killed and wounded was a fearful one for the fewness of the 
troops engaged. In the Burgoyne campaign the English regulars re- 
peatedly drove the Ametican militia from their positions, but always 
With a lose of men, and especially of officers, which was frightfully 
disproportionate to the advantage gained, and in a few hours the de- 
feated riflemen were once again hanging upon the flanks of the victors. 

Bo at Guilford Courthouse, which was claimed by Cornwallis as a 
Vietory, his army esuffered a loss of 31 officers, and he was forced to 
confess that ‘in that fortunate exploit the British army was crippled 
by the quality and number of officers killed and wounded.” and retreat 
followed close upon victory. Many more such examples might be cited, 
but these are sufficient to show the parallelism with the recent en- 
gagements. Whether we turn to the conflicts of the Revolution or to 
the newspapers of the last two weeks, we find certain factors equally 
in evidetice—that the British regulars carry positions by assault at a 
cost of officers well-nigh murderous; and so far from these successes 
compelling a retreat or dispersion of the defeated forces, they only fall 
bac ktemporarily. to return to the conflict in such numbers and spirit 
ase to force the victors into inaction or retreat. 

This resemblance is not purely accidental, and though due appar- 

@tly to two causes, is in fact but the result of one. In both these 
series of conflicts the heavy loss of officers proves a reckless exposure 
of themecives to the enemy, and this exposure shows that the marks- 
manship of their opponents was of such a quality that the officers had 
160 set an example to the rank and file in order to get them to advance, 
and that the same accuracy of marksmanship which compelled this 
necessary sacrifice resulied secondarily in a deliberate picking off of 
Officers. This means a “man behind the gun” who, under the most ex- 
Citing circumstances, can think coolly and shoot straight. The bad 
marksmanship ef the conscript armies of Europe is notorious, nor is 
the Britieh standard a high one. Why, then, should unmilitary peo-

Does it no fle.v from the political systems which tend to develop the 
personal independence of every man, and so produce a higher type of 
manhood? Is it possible to picture the-Buropean armies ever gather- 
ing and fighting as units, as the militia of the Revolution did, and as 
the burghers of to-day are doing? Is it possible to think of a war in 
Europe in which each man would take down his gun and journey of 
his own volition to where there ‘was fighting, to there subordinate him- 
scif to a superior or to act for himself, as circumstances convince him 
was best, equally able te feed himself and to fight with or without an 
officer? Unless it is a political system which gathers standing armies 
thereby destroying independence and manhood, is clearly a wrecking 
one ,and it is evident that a close relation exists between democratic 
sovernment and the fighting line. 


EXPANDED AMERICA.

HE extent of our commerce, both domestic and foreign, may well 
astound the-representatives of other lands who Visit us for the 
first time, but the extent of the territory of the United States 
made possible by the negotiations of Admiral Dewey in May, 

1898, supplemented by those of the Peace Commission at Paris, will 
Surprise our own people as well as our cousins from across the water 

We thought before the purchase of Alaska that our territory was 
large, but what vistas of commercial enterprises present themselves 
to us as we contemplate the fact that it is 2144 miles from San Fran- 
cisco to St. Michaels, Alaska, where an empire in extent awaits devel- 
oprnent by American capital and energy—and that it is 7729 miles from 
San Francisco to Manila, on the Island of Luzon, and that this ia 
only one of hundreds of rich isiands that await similar developments, 
not overléoking the Hawalian Islands, which lie in our new ocean 
pathway. 

Railroad men will be interested in knowing that the Manila and 
Dagupan Railroud, on the Island of Luzon, which is the principal one 
of our Philippine group, is laid upon mahogany ties, the road passing 
through forests of that valuable wood and over. inexhaustible beds of 
eoal and other rich minerals. Shall we wonder then that the American 
railroads are seeking connections that will secure a portion of the coOm- 
merce that musi come from the dev: lopment of this rich region, which 
has,so recently been added to the territory of the United States? 

If it true that “trade follows the flag.’’ then With co-operation 
and\ reciprocity the great transportaticn interests of the United States 
and any commercial and industrial interests of our republic and with 
propypr encouragement given to American shipping, our commerce 
should be as diversified as are the prceducts of our soil, our mines and 
our mills; and cur export trade should reach every mart on the earth, 
and should flourish on sea and river where vessels ply; for, since the 
almost miraculous events in Manila Bay and off Santiago we may para- 
phrase the sentiment of Joaquin Miller in regard to Colorady and savy 
of our flag, “it floats forever in ethe sun.”

ORGANIZATION OF INDUSTRIALS. 


By Charles R. Flint, a Wealthy Ship Broker and Merchant 
of New York. 


N THE organization of “Industrials” we are followers. not leaders. 
England was the leader, and there was nothing more instructive in 
considering the industrial situation than to examine the columns of 
the London financial ,-apers with their long list of quotations of in- 

dustrial shares, which considered satisfactory investments. 
Many of the English industrials were capitalized on the basis of future 
prospects mstead of on the basis of their great earnings. and the work- 
ink capitals provided were In many instances sufficient. In spite of this 
they have succeeded and are to-day prosperous. 

The strength cf the American industrial situation is that mest of 
these organizations have been canitalized on the basis of their past 
earnings, during years of denression; a very liberal working capita] 
has been provided and they have secured the advantages of ec nomical 
production ahd distribution through consolidation. The industrials that 
have been capitalized on the basis of past earnings will be most favor- 
ably affected by the new prosperity. Some have peen capitalized on 
the basis of expected future earnings; such industrials have already 
discounted their future. 

Industrials will be accented as goed collateral as soon as lenders 
are familiar with their values, and as soon as there is a market 
which a letider’cafi realize on such collateral with promptness. 

The industrial essential to the manufactures of the country 
as the 50-ton treight car is to its commerce. Transactions of the pres- 
ent magnitude could not be carried out except with the larger busi- 
ness organizations called the ‘Industrials... The future prosperity of 
this country is going to be largely dependent upon our ability to secure 
the markets of the world Trade follows the price, and a low price 
can only be secured through the utilization of special machinery, which 
can only be developed by centralization of manufacture. We thus 
secure economical production while paying higher wages than are paid 
by our competitors in the more densely populated countries. Through 
wider distribution of products more steady employment will be given 
lo our Wage earrers. 

Every wise manufacturer igs accustomed to share his benefits with 
his customer—those who de not, fail to succeed. This is still more true 
of industrial combinations than of individuals. They certainly reduc} 
cost of production, a considerable part of which reduction must W 3 
passed on to the consumer. 

Combinations undoubtedly drive small concerns out of business. 
They can produce more cheaply and they can distribute more cheaply. 
ne important compensation to such concerns is “forcing square pegs 
out of round holes;"’ the progress of the world forward is constantly 
doing this in al! fields of human activity. 

It is, however, a rule that such organizations increase their busi- 
ness and have the greatest need of all the comnetent assistance that 
they can get. They cannot get enough of high class ability. Doubtless 
it is hard on the incompetent. 

The industrial has come to stay and tg grow. The small corpora- 
tions are generally at a disadvantage hecause of the fact that there is 
so little of the stock that it is not likely to be widely distributed, and 
there is no general knogiedge of earning capacity and intrinsic value. 
But, as soon as it becomes evident, through the payment of divicends, 
that the industrials are conservatively managed and are making good 
carnings they will take rank with railway shares and will be widely 
distributed, resuiting in general distribution of profits.

OUR SCHOOLS OF ARISTOCRACY, 


By John A. Dillon, Formerly Editor of the Post-Dispatch, 
Now With the New York World. 


HE notable feature of the inaugural address of President Hadley 
of Yale was his warning against the introduction into the Ameri- 
can college of the “standard of wealth as a distinction between 
students.’ If this should happen, he declared, it would “sweep 

away the thing which was most characteristic and most valuable in the 

earlier education of our colleges.” 

No one will question the sincerity of this warning or the imminence 
of the danger it indicates. No man props up his house unless it threat- 
ens to fall, or sends for the doctor unless there is illness. .The only 
question is whether the doctor has not heen ‘sent for too late; whether 
Dr. Hadley has not utered his warning against the unlocked door after 
the stud has gore. It is as if Mr. Croker should warn us against the 
danger of permitting corruption to insinuate jtself into munictpal poli- 
tics. or as if Mr. Rockefeller should declare that our buginvess interests 
were in danger of falling under trust management. 

The American people are creating and rapidly bulding up their new 
aristocracy, and undeniably basing it on that standard of wealth which 
Dr. Hadley correctly describes as a “menace to our old-fashioned Dem- 
veratic equality.” The growth of this aristocracy is as clearly recog- 
nizable as the groWth of political degradation or the extension of trust 
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management in business, and one of the cornér stones on which it is 
built’ is the “colleges “« **" -‘* 

It may not be pleasant to admit this, but nothing Is to be gained by 
refusing to mit the truth becapse_jt-is unpleasant. The American col- 
lege is fonts n= and imeyitably an aristocratic institution, and our so- 
cial developmenti is “Steadily intensifyjng its aristocratic spirit. In 
Frang or iny Germany the yniyersity 36 solely educational in its func- 
tion and consequently democratic. In this country the universities are 
gradually molding themselves after Oxford and Cambridge, which are 
incidentally educational, but intrinsically social and aristocratic institu- 
-tions. They are crite as much-a-—branch-of the. British aristocracy as 
the church gr the army—a bulwark of the throne and of the peerage. 

In our colleges the inherited tendency toward aristocracy is strength- 
ened by every social influence. -Qne of the first instincts of our new 
aristocracy is to send its sons to celiege. A college degree for the son 
of the plutocrat is as essential as a titled husband for the daughter, 
and when he enters callege he brings “the standard of wealth” in with 
him. 

And the college itself ig equally responsible for the introduction of 
the insidious Canger. All our colleges need money—the small colleges 
most of all—and the .onky source for the vast endowenciles needed for 
the full developinent’ of the modern university idea is the generosity 
of the rich: of the class Who have set up the standard of wealth in 
the outside world. 

If this is the true situation the mischief has already been done, and 
no one familiar with co!lege life of to-day will deny that ‘old-fashioned 


democratic equality” - has, fotally disappeared from the great Eastern. 


colleges, and that [ts life is being sapped more or less rapidly in the oth- 
er colleges. It could not be otherwise. It would be idJe to hope that 
democratic equality would flourish in the aristocratic atmosphere of col- 
iege after it has disappeared from the social life of the class which 


maintains the college and on which the college depends.

INE-TENTHS of the pnysical suffering of humanity comes from 

N unwise eating; from disregard of what should be well known 

as the simple rules of living. A majority of men are suffering 

and many are dying every day because of their failure to pay 

proper attentian .to the stomach, at once_the ‘seat of health and of 
disease. : 

The great trouble is caused by the eating of food that is not di- 
sestible: by eating more food than the stomach is able to digest and by 
drinking with meals liquids that ferment and prevent the digestion of 
which might otherwise be wholesome. 

Klaborate course dinners are a standing menace to health. They 
should be avoided. To them must be attributed the physical downfall 
of many public men. if these dinners must be attended, only the 
simplest dishes should be eaten, preferably some good, substantial, 
thoroughly cooked meat. 

The wines are best 
mixed. 

Champagne especially objectionable; more so than any other 
wine. There is no ponular drink that will cripple digestion more. 

vut it is by nc means public men cnly who are in danger of ruining 

their stomachs as a result particularly of over-eating. The great ma- 
jority of the people of this country—soclety women particularly—need 
advice on this subject. It is gratifying, however, to know that Ameri- 
cans are devoting far more care to the preparation and eating of their 
fiod than formerly; more people are dieting than ever before. Still, 
there much more stomach trouble than there should be, and a 
thousand times more thun there would be if simple rules were ad- 
hered to. ; , 
Im the first place the stomach should be absolutely clean before foed 
is taken into it. If .it is not the food will not digest properly. Nv 
stomach pump jis needed for cleaning the organ. The drinking of water 
will do it. That is the only natural way to wash out the stomach. As 
much water a&S is needed to thoroughly cleanse the stomach should be 
drunk an hour and a half before each meal and again just before res 
tiring. Two glasses will not prove too much. Many people make it a 
practice to drink three or tour glasses of water before each meal. This 
is a commeandable practice. Just plain water is all right, used at the 
ordinary temperature or warmed a little. Never have it so hut that it 
will make you perspire, and never have it iced, lest ‘the stomach. be 
chilled. 

Very little 'lquid of any kind should be taken with meals and that 
should be taken as near as possible at the end of the repast, preferably 
in the form of a little cortfee or tea. It is best to take these clear. 

The general excess of breadstuffs and all vegetable food over the 
ineéats used is at the expense of the blood. By their excessive use the 
ig impovished. Human blood needs meat to replenish it. Of 
course it is essential to heep all outlets from the stomach open. 

The first and second meals of the day should be the largest and 
should be about the same. 

The evening meal should be the lightest. One should always leave 
table wanting more feod. Thatvis the only way to be on the safe 

One mouthful of food more than the stomach is able to digest 
will. make the whole quantity of+food in the stomach ferment to a 
certain extent and thus retard digestion. 

Sweets and. rich foods of all kinds should be avoided, and so 
should variety. By rich foods is not meant those highly seasoned, but 
rather the abominable mixtures of cream and milk. Fancy dressings 
mivwy or may not be bad. It is the vinegar in them, not the oil, that does 
the harm. A little aleohol is.,not harmful, but it is best to use it in 
the form of pure whisky or good old brandy.

HIGHER CRITICISM BENEFITS. 


By Rev. Edward Everett Hale of Boston, Author of ‘The 
Man Without a Country,” Etc. 


OU ask me how the higher criticism has affected the Bible. The 
subject is a large one and incapable. of being dismissed in a few 
wores, but I will endeavor to answer it briefly: 

To Unitarians the higher criticism, so-called, is nothing 
new. It is a matter of two or three generations. There is no doubt 
that it has greatly advanced and enlarged the religious thought and 
action of mankind. The Christian religion is the simplest statement 
of abstract religion. It cannot be affected by a hair's breadth by any 
discussion as to the Jewish Scriptures. These Scriptures have been, 
and are, of immense use to the world. But the Christian religion as- 
sures us of the permanent presence now, with all of us who seek hin, 
of the God who is Father of us all. 

l have never been one of thuse who cavil at criticism of the Bible, 
if it be directed in a pruper and becoming spirit. But it has not al- 
ways been conducted in that spirit. Within my recollection, or the 
recollection of my father, | remember the storm of anger that swept 
over the English Church when Canon Milburn first referred to the 
patriarch Abraham as an Arab sheik. And yet it was probably the 
truth. I personally remember when the German “Ewald’s History of 
was almost excommunicated by the Christian church. And yet 
I believe that if John Henry Newman, leader of the so-called Oxford 
Movement in the HBnglist Church, and afterward a Cardinal Prince 
in the Roman Catholic Church, had been as well grounded in reading 
German as he was the Greek, the entire course of his life in religion 
might have been changed. Ewald, in the original, might have directed 
his thoughts into new channels. 

In answering this question, or in attempting to reply to it at short 
notice, the words of an essay written by the present primate of all 
Engiand, the Archbishop cf Canterbury, when he was simply Dr. Fred- 
erick Temple, Chaplain-in-Ordinary to the Queen, oceur to my mind: 

“In confuting the tendency of the age, Christendom needed a firm 
spot upon which she might stand, and has found it In the Bible. Had 
the Bible been drawn up in precise statements of faith or detailed pre- 
cepts. of. conduct we should .have had no alternative but either per- 
manent subjection to an outer law Or loss of the highest instrument of 
self-education. HIiut the Bible from ita very form is exactly adapted 
to our present want. It is a history. Even the doctrinalgparts of it 
are cast in historical form, and are best studied by considering them 
as records of the time at which they were written, and as conveying 
to us thé highest and createst religious life of that time. The Bible, 
in fact, is hindered by tts form from exercising a despotism over the 
human spirit; if it could du that it would become an outer law at once; 
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but its form is so admirably adapted to our need that it wins from us 
all the reverence of a supreme authority, and yet imposes upon us no. 
yoke of subjection. This ‘: does by virtue of the principle of 
judgment, which puts conscience beiween us and the Bible, 
conscience the supreme interpreter, whom it may be a duty to en« 
lighten, but whum it can never be a duty to disobey.” ee : 
He is guilty of high treason against the faith who fears 
of any investigation, whether philusophical or scientific or 
And, therefore, nothing should be more welcome than the ex 
knowledge of any and every kind for every increase in our 
tions of knowledge throws fresh light upon these the real 
of our day. If geology proves to us that we must not interpret the 
chapters of Genesis literally; if historical investigation shall show \ 
that inspiration, however it may protect the doctrine, yet not 
powered to protect the narrative of the inspired writers from 
sional inaccuracy; if careful criticism shall prove that there hawe 
occasionally interpolations and forgeries in that book, as in many.

merely to impress the senses is a device unworthy of Christianity, and 
to imagine that such a device could touch the conscience is a delusion, 
in the early days of Christianity ritual was naturally not much heard 
of till the days of peace.

Was 
it not only congruous ty take the rites to be observed in a sacred - 
building from the same source as the type of the building itself? 
There was no need to ask from what source the initiation of this 
restoration of sacred rites should proceed. The work had begun. The 
spirit of God had breathed on the dry bones of our church, and faith 
and devotion had revived. One result of this resurrection had been, 
that priests and people Lad spontaneously revived long-forgotten, but} 
never explicitly discarded ceremonial to express their faith and déevVe« 
tion. The attitude of our spiritual rulers in imposing just and fale 
limits should surely be one of regulation, not of repressien. ‘¥ 
Ritual under one aspect represente the good manners of religion, . 
and as we claim our place in the comity of civilized nations by con- 
forming generaily to th» social habits of those who are round about 
us, so let us claim our place in the comity of Catholic churches by no

Winston Churchill's novel, which has 
Set the book world talking and is 
making a fortune for its author, was writ- 
ten in room S47, on the fifth floor of the 
Security Building, in this city. The author 
of this popular novel spent the winter of 
1897-98 in St. Louis and during that period 
he was seldom seen in so: ‘lety. He hid 
from the gay world in the heart of a big 
office buliding, where the public would least 
expect to find a novelist, and here he tolled 
over the materials he had gathered for his 
book in Maryland and Virginia. When he 
emerged from his quiet retreat ‘“‘Richard 
Carvel" was ready for the publishers, That 
‘was in the spring of 1898, when he was 26 
years old, and just ten years after he 
Graduated at Smith Academy.

edorns the chapel wall. Principal Charles 
P. Curd of the academy is perhaps more in- 
timately acquainted with young Churchill's 
echool life than any other teacher tn St.

Why should thieves spend t.me 
in waiting for the slow operation of a drug? 
Thieves, no doubt, robbed him of his clothes 
and substituted others, but no drugs were 
necessary; catalepsy had rendered him ut- 
terly he!piess and nonresistan:. 

No one acquainted with the incidents pre- 
ceding and accompanying the last hours 
of the poet's physical activity can read hia 
writings without the conviction being forced 
upon him that there was something pro- 
phetic in the utterance that he was “a 
wretch foredoomed.”

Bervice are confined almost exclusively to 
the children of the very poor among Rus- 
sian Jews. I suppose there are nearly 12,000 
of these people huddied up in tenement 
houses in St. Louls within a radius of five 
Dlocks. The intersection of Ninth and Wash 
Streets is almost the center of this popula- 
tion. Most.of these families were exiled 
from Russia before the reign of the present 
Czar, and drifted to St. Louls from New 
York City, some because they had friends 
er relatives here and others simplv because 
they had heard of the place. This class of 
ifmigration has been falling off during the 
rt few years, but we have plenty to do as

So we managed to 
get them to come, and when once there we 
talked to them on cleanliness in cooking 
and housework. These meetings are still 
kept up, and we now have a good attend- 
ance. 


“We keep up the search constantly for 
half-clad, soiled children. We find them 
usually bright, and it is only a li@le while 
after we get them into the kindergarten 
and cleaned up before the sweet, 
ways of childhood come back to them. In 
their homes they hear nothing but Hebrew, 
but they live so much in the streets that 
they pick up a good deal of English, and 
when we begin with them they can always 
understand enough to get along. 

“We have free baths in connection with 
the kindergarten to which old as well as 
well young are admitted. 

“The methods used in our kindergarten 
are the same as those used in the public 
schools. We used to close our school during 
the summer, but in making a tour through 
the Rus8lan Jewish settlement a few sum- 
mers ago, looking after the sick, and seeing 
that they got to the hospitals all right, I 
saw so many little children sweltering in 
dirty homes that we called a meeting of 
our officers and opened a summer school. 
Now our kindergarten runs the whole year 
around, We employ one paid teacher and 
one member of the Sisterhood volunteers to 
assist each day. 

“In addition to our kindergarten we have

hang several pairs of wooden shoes. The 
Most romantic Nnagination would hardly 
Be daring enough to call them attractive, 
yet Fort Way n® has seen the day when this 
Siyle of footgear was in high favor among 
@m older class of citizens, who clung to 
them as an heritage brought from homes 
G@cross the scas, 

It is a far cry back to the days when 
Wooden shoes clattered over the sidewalks 
here or plowed through the mud where 
there were none, and most of the sturdy 
German and French settlers who wore 
theen havé long since joined the silent ma- 

rity. It is not intended to convey the 

pression that these shoes Were ever the 
Brevailing style of footgear in Fort Wayne. 
By no means. Yet among the earlier resi- 
Gents of this section who came from cer- 
they were a recog- 
mised necessity in the rougher work of the 
germ and the shop. 
The wooden shoes gave way to more mod- 
edn styles of footgear, just as other modes 
of dress have retreated before and been dia- 
Placed by. the newest fancies of fashlors 
Their cumbrous clatter on Calhoun street 
to-day would seem no more strange than 
would a glimpse of a lady attired in the 
costume of a belle of the fifties. In fact, 
it may be doubted if so much attention 
would be pald to them as to a reincarnation 
Of the fashionably dressed gentietnan of 
@nte-belilum days. Yet they have gone as 
gurely. The sona of the origina! Wearcrs 
of wooden shoes rebelilped against the old- 
oountry custom as others grew up around 
them, and the reign of the wooden shoe 
meakened with each generation. it is iit-

tle more than a memory now, but it typifies 
& staunch, sturdy citizenship transplanted 
from European soil that builded and thrived 
in the American surroundings which effaced 
many of the customs and traditions of its 
native home. 

Years ago no Fort Wayne grocer’s s‘ock 
was complete without an assortment of 
these homaiy wearables. No shoe store is 
on record as having had them on sale, and 
there may have been something in the shce 
dealer's code of ethics that forbade giving 
them a place on his shelves. In a pioncer 
grocery, however, they were as ataple 
Sugar, and a few Fort, Wayne dealers, 
among whese patrons are some of the old- 
er German and French still han- 
die them. The demand can hardly be said 
to be heavy, but it is firm.

a domestike economy section where we teach 
‘ng, sewing and househo!d work. In 
cooh.ng we use plain foods and teach only 
thing at a time. Of course the girls 
can't always practice in thelr home-cooking 
what we teach them because they lack the 
utensils and the right kind of materials; but 
on Sundays a better dinner is prepared, so 
that what they learn is is of some good 
value. 

“A Jewish girl would feel insulted, no 
matter how poor, if you were to ask her to 
learn to be a good nurse or good housemaid. 
Any kind of service like that is degrading 
in her eyes, so that I cannot recall an in- 
Stamce where a girl, after leaving ,our cook- 
ing school, went into a good home as a ser- 
vant, They prefer mercantile pursuits, girls 
as well as boys, and instead of securing a 
place in a refined home where their health 
would be loked after, they crowd into fac- 
tories and sweatshops and stitch button- 
holes for almost nothing a day. In some 
instances the children become. dissatisfied 
with their home life after we take them out 
and show them how other people live, but 
the discontent generally results in a better 
and cleaner home. I think all education 
tends to discontent, anyway. 

“Our whole aim is to bring these children 
up as Americans, and to Americanize one 
of these families tis the work of a genera- 
tion.

AN EFFECT OF THE TRUSTS. 


Food Prices Increased Very 
Muct Over a Year Ago and 
Household Expenses Are 
Higher in Other 
Directtons. 


lasi year at this time. Millions of dol- 

lars are going into food and clothing 
in St. Louis Which a vear ago would have 
been available for other purposes. Many 
articles that are an absolute necessity in 
a home come high. 

Crops and trusts are responsible for the 
advance. Fruit and vegetables were scarce 
and trusts were plentiful during the year 
and the household cannot encounter such & 
combination without suffering. 

In the first place, meat took a big jump. 
People looked for a substitute. Fruit and 
vegetables were the natural recourse and 
they were far from plentiful. During the 
Summer season the stocks on Third street 
were depleted almost daily. The conse- 
quence of this was thet most of this clags 
of food went direct to the hames and very 
little of it to the bie preserving companies. 
Now the season for fresh vegetables is over, 
and people are again looking for a substi- 
tute for meat. Canned goods fill the bill, 
but they are bringing a pretty penry and 
they may go higher before the season is 
over, 

Meat is not so high in price as it was a 
month ago, but still high enough to make 
a substitute Cesirable. 

Grocers find the demand for canned goods 
increasing all the time. Increasing de- 
mand means rising prices. °

Lard is scarce now because of heavy ex- 
ports and the additional fact that hog-kill- 
ing time is nearly a month away: At this 
time last year a. pound of lard could have 
been bought for 7c. It now costs 1c. 
Hlam, which now costs 15c a pound, could 
have been bought last November for lic. 

Dried beef cost 17%c a pound last year, 
but cannot now be bought for less than We. 

Broomcorns have been cornered by a syn- 
Cicate in Arcola, Ill., as told tn last Sun- 
day's Post-Dispatch. 


Brooms that could have been bought for 
from 102: to 20c a year ago now cost from 
3c to 0c. 

Clotheslines have. advanced 
year from 10c to 20c each. 

Fresh meats are now only slightly higher 

than they were at this time last year and 
much lower than they were a month ago. 
Beef steak, which sold for lic a pound a 
month ago, cain now be bought for lic. The 
price last year was 1c. 
{ ‘The drop in the price of fresh meat is 
said by dealers to be due to the same causes 
which sent the prices of canned goods and 
other foodstuffs -upward. When meat was 
advanced by the trust the search for a 
substitute sent other kinds of food up, and 
there was a simultaneous decrease in the 
demand for meat. 

Iiggs were the principal substitutes for 
meat. There was a scarcity in the great 
hen product and the demand did the rest. 

Good eggs cannot now be boucht for less 
than 17% oents. The kind that are sold 
with a guarantee bring 20 cents. 

A good many St. Louisans are now paying 
more for their laundry work than they did 
a few weeks ago. This is because the so- 
called cheap laundries have advanced their 
prices. Work formerly done for 5 cents 
costs 74%) cents and prices have been simi- 
lariv advanced all along the line. 

Clothing has advanced with other neces- 
sities. The explanation given for this is a 
shortage of the wool crop and the forma- 
tion of a cloth manufacturers’ trust. 

Clothing men say that the effect has not 
yet made itself apparent on medium class 
goods, but that on the higher grades there 
has been an advance. Tailor-made clothes, 
especially, come high. The advance amounts 
te from $2.50 to $% a man suit and from 33 
to $7 on a lady's dress, supposing that ex- 
actly the same materials are chosen that 
could have been bought for the cheaper 
price last year. 

The Silk Trust has advanced the price of 
neckwear ard silk handkerchiefs indirectly, 
but the additions huve been mainly on the 
higher classes of goods, and are not no- 
ticed by the average purchasgr. The same 
applies te woolen and silk underwear. Lin- 
en goods have also advanced, owing 10 
the shortage of the flax crrop and the con- 
sequent advance in the price of raw ma- 
terial, 

In the furniture line the only article that 
has advanced appreciably is chairs. These 
are abount 10 per cen: higher in price than 
they were a year ago. During the year @ 
chair manufacturers’ trust was formed and 
several large factories have closed down, 
with the result that the supply has been

He has 
returned and has made a report of the 
work that he accomplished in the five ities 
between the two piaces named, and the re- 
sult has been that those who have under- 
taken this “‘enterprize’’ are more encour- 
aged than ever. Delaney said: 

‘When I arrived in Paris my first pur- 
pose was to ascertain what difficulties we 
had to encounter. it was not long retore 
I tecame satisfied that there were none 
that an American who had been long on 
the road could not overcome. While 1 
found a very large class of beggars and 
men who lived without work, there re 
none of the distinctive character that Mad 
gained such a repputation for our profes- 
sion ir this country. Even the so-calle1 
eomic papers of that country have never 
found the material for pictures such as 
have filled the home papers of that sort. 
{ have noticed that the great papers, and 
the lesser ones, too, almost always make 
sport of the actualities of life, and the 
more miserable that life is the more these 
rrriters have to comment about. 
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“IT visited Rochelle, Niort, Portiers, Tours, 
Orleans and Havre, the latter being the des- 
tination of one Of-our vessels. There was 
little difficulty in reaching the class it was 
my object to hunt up, as I was supplied 
with letters in Paris that well prepared the 
way for me. As to expense, that will 
amount to practically nothing after we land. 
‘The customs will not bother us, as we will 
have nothing to go through official hands. 
It was a query at ome thme whether we 
wovld not he compelled to provide our- 
selves with passports, ®ut I found on con- 
sultation with those nearest our guild that 
we could easily make our way without, 
and besides there are many objections to 
such mens of identification. We will trav- 
el from Havre to Paris in smali squads, 
covering the country between the two cit- 
ies. Our organization will practically 
cease as soon as we land. on French soil. 
We wil! provide only for the going, leaving 
it for the individual to make his way back 
or remain there, just as he may elect. I 
can say that we have now over 700 enrolled, 
and are sure of having 1200. Indeed, we 
could have had that number now, but we 
have been compelled to exercise care, not 
because of character, but for the reason 
that we want none who can not produce 
the dust. 

How much will it cost 
Not much more than $23. The details 
you can get from Purvis, who has ha4 
charge of ail arrangements here, and who 
will have control of the party that will land 
at Marseilles. He has assumed that por- 
tion of the expedition as he was once con- 
nected with the consular service at that 
city, and ts familiar with the country all 
the way to Paris.” 

Purvis, who !Is a remarkably handsome 
man when clean and dresse* up, would 
have but little to say, deciaring that the 
publication already made had caused him 
Syme trouble. He said: 

“While there are details that I can not 
give you, there are no objections to stating 
trat we have now secured two vessels, 
sailing, and that we will start from one of 
the Atlantic cities in February. I will orily 
fay as to this that the point selected is not 
New York. No, I would not give the 
names of the vessels arranged for, as to 
do so would occasion us some _ inconve- 
nience, perhaps. We have deposited a for- 
feit of $1200 with the owners of one‘ and $900 
with the agents of the other. They will 
sail about the middle of the month. This 
is certain, as we now have enough money 
to pay the full charter fees. ~We are to 
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them, very many, In fact, may coutrhvute 
to our comfort, we are going to try &@ COUle 
try that has never had a touch of our sy$- 
tem. We care nothing for the Exposition, 
except that it will let us ‘work’ a great 
crowd and enable us to get through the 
country much easier. I have no doubt that 
the majority of our number will be as re- 
spectably dressed as are those who will go 
over on the great steamers. We start in 
February, because we want plenty of time, 
the principal thing at our disposal. We Fe- 
alize that it will take us some time to 60 
over, but we do not especially care for that, 
When arriving at Marseilles I will cause my 
party, which should number 6, to leave 
In small detachments and gradually spread 
out over the country about Avignon, Va- 
lence, Lyons; Auxerre, Sens and Melun. It 
will be necessary for us to leave the vessel 
quietly, but this I have fully provided tor, 
as I am thoroughly acquainted with that 
section of France.” @

S. C., where he has been during the past 
two weeks.

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A FAMOUS DOUG 


DRAMATIC incident in connection 
A with the celebrated’series of debates 
between Stephen A. Douglas and 
Abraham Lincoln in 1858 is recalled by the 
demolition of the old Courthouse of Coles 
County, Illinois, at Charleston. There it 
was that these giants met in the course of 
a verbal conflict which foreshadowed the 
Civil War, in which Lincoln was the cen- 
tral figure. To appreciate this narrative one 
must remember the..circumstances under 
which these men met, their characteristics 
and their oratorical training. 

Douglas was short In stature, florid in 
appearance, and every gesture that he made 
showed the training of a school that 
taught men how to appeal to an audience. 
He was highly educated, and, having an 
unlimited vocabulary, his speeches were 
free from the repretition that too often oc- 
curs with ordinary speakers. 

Douglas had been before the people as 
a stump speaker often, and at the time of 
the joint debate he was called the “Little 
Giant,” and was easily the foremost man 
of his party in the West. iLncoln was 
not unknown, as too many appear to think, 
for he had served his State in the Legis- 
lature and had been in Congress. His dress 
and manner were not such as to command 
that admiration that Douglas always com- 
manded, and he was in every way different 
from him. 


Lincoln's manner, as he appeared to the , 


commanded a feeling of 
sympathy at first, then the stronger emo- 
tions would come upon the Listener, an 
soon the genera! appearance of the unl 
became lost with the earnestness with 
which he presented his side of the case. 
When Lincoln spoke of the slave ques- 
tion -to the average audience he did not 
iwell on the subject to the extent ii is

generally supposed he did, nor did he recite 
harrowing details of the traffic in slaves 
sO as to gain prestige by prejudice, but he, 
in his own unassuming way, would raise 
his left arm, holding it so that it would 
be bent at the. elbow, the right arm and 
hand extended toward the audience, with 
the body leaning in the same direction, and 
would say in no unusual tunes: 

“I am opposed to any human person be- 
ing held in bondage, for I think that slav- 
ery is wrong.” 

In following Douglas on the joint plat- 
form Lincoln seldom referred to the for- 
mer’s flights of oratory except to pass the 
usual compiiments that courtesy demands 
in such cases. 

This strange combination, these two men 
who were then debating the questions that 
would in a short time have to be decided by 
the army as the court of highest appeal, 
little knew that their words of debate would 
live in history and become a basis for a 
settlement of the two factions of this coun- 
try. 

Douglas held the crowd with his magic 
delivery of eloquent appeal until they- be- 
came spell-bound, and for one to follw him 

was to overcome the barrier of impression 
that had been bullt so well by Douglas. 
The task appeared herculean and would not 
have been attempted by an ordinary per- 
son. In Lincoln's efforts to overcome these 
fixed opinions he showed the tact that 
made him so famous In after life. 

At the time this debate was going on 
the newspapers were not read as much as 
now, so the people depended largely on the 
speakers for information, and this was one 
of the reasons that s© many came to hear 
the debate As the party moved from town 
to town, the crowds kept Increasing until 
the aud.ences were immerse. 


At one of the meetings Douglas made 

the statement in his usual eloquent Mane . 
ner that when Lincoln was in Congress he 
voted against a bill for supplies for our 
army in Mexico. To this assertion Lincoig 
made no reply, and at the next town Douge 
las repeated the statement with more emir 
phasis. 
"When the debaters reached Charleston, 
prominent men of both poltical parties 
were seated on the platform, according te 
custom, “Among them was O. B. Fickiia, 
formerly a member of Congress. Douglas 
again asserted that Lincotn had refused te 
vote for supplies for the United States Army 
in Mexico. When it came Lincoln's time t 
apeak he said: 

“Mr. Douglas has made the statement 
that when I was in Congress | voted against 
furnishing supplies for our army in Mez- 
ico. As Mr. Fickilin, who, as most. of yos 
know. was in Congress at the time, is i@ 
the audiencé, I will ask him to step fore 
ward and state the facts In the case,”

ally slow and delfberate, Lincoln advanced 
to where he waa seated and almost dragged 
him to the front in his impatience, 

“Here,” he exclaimed, “is a man who will

I believe every man should exercise 
sonal supervision of his own stable IC s- 
pecialy is this true if he is a horse fancier 
and desires to get the most satisfar 
results out ef bis properties. I manage my 
own stable and the care of my 
horse. There are plenty of good stablemen 
but I have never yet one who wou!d 
look after his master's animals in 
detail as the master himself would do. It 
is imposible for him to feel the same inter- 
est, and, if he does not neglect some of his 
instructions all the time, he will sometimes. 
I belleve in watching the stablemen and 
seeing that he does everything according to 
my ideas. Iam, then, always positive thit 
my horse is being care for right. That is 
a happy consolation to the man who really 
loves his horse. 

My experience with horses 
ly with the show grade. They require more 
attention than any others. They must be 
in perfect physical condition and, in addi- 
tion, must have their showilest manners 
about them. Their coats must shine. 
hoofs , manes and tails must be neat and 
they must be full of fire and spirit. <A long 
course of preparation is necessery to bring 
about this condition, and it must be based 
upon a system in which care and detail are 
the dominating features. A horse should 
not be driven hard for fuly two weeks be- 
fore he is placed in the show ring. He 
should not be driven at all over pavements 
for he will split his hoofs and injure his 
chanees of winning in a close competition, 
Dirt and macadum roads are where 
should be given his exercise. He must be 
rubbed regularly.

Care and appointments are the price of 
succes in the show ring. Care comes first 
because that makes condition and appear- 
Then comes appointment. The 
housematld, dresed up in her mistress’ 
wil sometimes make a better show 
that her mistress. Fine feathers some- 
times make fine birds, and this item of 
dressing a horse means more than the !n- 
experienced think. For illustration, take 
two horses in equal condition, but give one 
a long pedigree and asume that the other 
has no ancestry to speak of. All condli- 
being equal, the blooded horse will 
show better than the unblooded ons.But give 
the latter the advantage of equipage and 
appointment and he will win over the other 
every time. 

There is nothing more grotesque than to 
see a cart horse hitcbed to a brougham. 
The vehicle should alymys be sulfted to the 
size of the animal. 

There is much in the manner tn which a 
show horse is driven in the ring. He 
should be driven so that all-his best quali- 
ties will be developed and his bad ones kept 
from the eyes of the judges. 

No man well qualified to drive a 
horse as its owner. Iam an ardent advo- 
cate of owners driving their entries. The 
primcipal reason its the one I have just egiv- 
en. The owner knows the merits and de- 
merits of his animal and can therefore 
more nearly do justice to the occasion. But 
there are other reasons. In contests be- 
tween gentlemen, I believe gentlemen 
should participate. I refuse to employ a 
man to drive my horse in the ring and, be- 
cause I have confidence In my own ability 
and hold scruples against employing anoth- 
er to represent me. Idon't wish to be hu- 
miliated by being pitted against a profes- 
sional whip. 

It is not courteous for owners to send 
their cabmen into the ring to show against 
men who are socilaly equal or better than 
they. Hiring drivers Is all right in contests 
Ww here aw ‘-h things are expected. A gen- 
tlemah has no busines driving in that class 
of and he can not complain if he 
suffers some indignities In those cases. But 
there are certain events in every horse 
show that are considered to be affairs be- 
tween gentlemen. I hold that only gentle- 
men should be seen in them Nobody has 
a right to force humiliation upon those who 
take a proper view of the situation, puting 
up as his representative a man who is 
known to be his inferior socially. I am 
sure we would have nicer conteste If gen- 
tlemen would drive their own horses. They 
would have a higher tone and there would 
be no ill feeling whatever the result might 
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ACK MALONEY has the reputation of 
being one of the most fearless and 
clear-headed drivers in the St. Louts 

Fire Department. He has been a driver all 
his life. To be a driver, you may say, re- 
quires but Httle knowledge or skill. You 
would hardly think of dignifying it by 
calling it a profession. But In the eyes of 
Jack Maloney the. word “driver’’ means 
something. <A driver, to him, is a man to 
be mentioned along with doctors and law- 
yers and judges. If it were the custom 
Jack Maloney would hang out his sign 
and on it would be these words:

He grows s0 eloquent when expatiating 
upon the high calling of a driver and how 
much a man must know ‘to become a 
learned driver, that he closes his whole ar- 
gument with flushed face, an impatient 
wave of the hand and the declaration that 
“Drivers, like poets,-are born, not made.”’ 

Maloney is stationed at the fire engine 
house at Vandeventer avenue and Morgan 
streets, and sometimes he sits there in the 
shadow on a fine afternoon and talks of his 
experiences while pursuing his high calling 
of driver, for be it Known that Jack Ma- 
Icney has been dashing up to do battle 
with the demon fire in St. Louis for 2 
years. 

He was born at Lexington, Ky., 50 years 
ago. When a mere boy he came to Bt. 
Louis and at once became a driver. Many 
a bleak winter night in the old days he 
rumbled over the streets of St. Louis on 
top of a lumbering omnibus. He always 
drove four horses, and sometimes six, for 
in those days travel about St. Louis in 
omnibus was very heavy. No bridges 
spanned the Mississippi and the hordes of 
emigrants who were taking Horace 
Greeley’s advice had to be ferried across 
the river and transferred to different rail- 
road stations. Twenty vehicles were in the 
streets then where only one can: be found 
now. 

During the winter months, when the river 
had frozen over sufficiently hard to hold up 
teams and wagons, a sort of road would be 
contsructed across the river by laying 
boards on the ice, very much itn the manner 
in which flooring is laid on bridges. On 
this improvised roadway, built to keep 
teams and vehicles from slipping ‘on the 
ice, traffic was carried on between the two 
shores. While crossing the river on this 
roadway Driver Maloney had an experience 
which stands in no danger of being dimmed 
by the passage of time. 

It was an intensely cold night .1n Decem- 
ber, 1866. The wind whipped around and 
blew in icy blasts from every corner unti 
Driver Maloney’s face and hands were blue 
and his bones chilled. The day had been 
tolerably warm, and the !ce around tne 
boards of this improvised road had melted, 
forming considerable slush. 3ut the mer- 
cury was dropping, and this slush around 
the board began to freeze. Driver Ma- 
loney impatiently sat on top of his coach 
waiting for 10 country travelers to clamber 
in. When the last passenger had found a 
seat and closed the coach door, Maloney 
gave a pull on the reins of the lead horse, 
cracked his whip and started down the Il- 
linois shore toward the river on a dead 
run. 

When the horees and coach struck the 
road the slush ice under the boards began 
to crunch and crack the 10 country trav- 
elers became frightened and yelled at the 
driver to stop, but Maloney feared a stop 
would be fatal and plied his whip. The 10 
travelers were frantic, and above the nojse 
of the horses’ hoofs and the cracking Ice, 
Maloney heard them yelling threats to 
the back if he did not stop. 
But he plied the whip, determined to make 
‘‘a hot finish,’’.as he said, “either on the 
Missouri shore or at the bottom of the Mis- 
sissippi.’”’ 

Wihen the 10 travelers had been safely 
landed they thanked Driver Maloney and 
made up a small purse, which they pre- 
sented to him as an evidence of their grati- 
tude, 

For many years after this Maloney con- 
tinued to pursue his high calling of driver 
of an omnibus. When the Eads Bridge was 
completed ‘he drove an eight-horse team 
across the river and turned on the east ap- 
proach without leaving the bridge, a feat 
which astonished al] beholders.

April 27, 1885, Miss Anderson and her 
brother, through their attorney, George B. 
Eastin of Louisville, conveyed this land 
to the Fathers Minor Conventual. 

Three years ago the Provincial of this or- 
ler, whose headquarters is in Syracuse, 
N. Y., sent out a priest to take charge of 
the land. A clearing was+made, roads 
were laid out and a monastery was built. 
It was all done very quietly, even the 
farmers In the vicinity knowing little about 
it. It {s now occupled by two priests and 
three brothers. The latter till the ground. 
The present superior or guardian In charge 
is Father Vincent Diomovitch, a native of 
Austria.. 

No more ideal spot for a monastery or 
convent could be itmagined. It Is so se- 
cluded that those who pass within 300 yards 
f it every day on a much traveled turn- 
pike never catch a giimpse of it, although 
it is situated on a hill a couple of hun- 
dred feet higher than the turnpike. 

The range of knobs, which starts on the 
Indiana side of the river below New Al- 
bany, extends for many miles through the 
southern tler of counties in Indiana. On 
one of the highest of these knobs stands 
this monastery. The road is known as the 
Paoll pike, and it extends from New Alba- 
ny to French Lick Springs, which is © 
miles from the Ohlo by this route. Stage 
oaches travels back and forth G@aily be- 
tween the towns along the turnpike, which 
is one of the best macadamized roads in 
the State. 

Bayard Taylor, tn his notes of Ameri- 
can travel, speaks of the hills on this 
turnpike, and says there are none in Eu- 
rope affording a more beautiful landscape 
view The Franciscan Monastery is lo- 
cated on the third range of hills out of 
New Albany about two miles beyond the 
town of Mooresville. 

The nelahborhood was settled by the 
French, who came there about the same 


time that George Rogers Clark reached 


the falls of the Ohlo tn 17%. The town- 
ship was named after Lafayette when tho 
territory was organized into a State. At St. 
Mary's, which is on another range ot 
knobs to the east, is a Catholic Church, 
built In 1836, and there was a big church 
there even before this.

She has been compelled to cancel all en- 
Ragements and will go away, out of the un- 
ceasing whirl of society and social func- 
tions, to try to regain the health that was 
hers when her father entered upon his of- 
ficial career. 

These are but two prominent instances 
of what social dissipation is doing. There 
are thousands of others in Washington.

The 
faney gravies and French dishes are chem- 
ical compositions; that is, they are pre- 
pared by chemicals to be most pleasing to 
the taste. That which tickles the palate 
most is now called best. The big manu- 
factories these days employ expert chem- 
ists ‘at high salaries to fix up the most pal- 
atable food preparations Go into the big 
candy factories, the big bakeries, the big 
canneries and you will-find immense labora- 
torles and more bottles and drugs tfMan in 
the city’s largest drug store. 
Why is this? 


Years ago when our grandmother put, 
up her winter preserves, or baked her bread’: 


ond our grandfathers canned the corn and 
tomatoes it was not necessary to use drugs 
and chemicals. 

It is equally true that if the products of 
those days were offered for sale in compe- 
tition to the so-called standard food prepa- 
rations of to-day, the products of our 


grandparents would make a sad showing.~ 


They taste differently. There is not that 
pleasing bite to the palate, they, are not 
satisfying, they are insipid, in a word, they 
have not been drugged. To us who are 
accustomed to the fancy dishes of the lead- 
ing manufacturers of to-day the old-style 
dishes with their health-giving properties 
do not appeal. 

We prefer to load our stomachs with poi- 
somed food. 

It has been demonstrated recently that 
there is great adulteration in flavoring ex- 
tracts, those esentials to the preparation of 
the most palatable dishes. Pure alcohol in 
their manufacture is now no longer used. 
It is too expensive and the public taste can 
be satisfied in a a cheaper way. Ascetic ether 


is now demanded. A maker of fine pastry 
chanced to speak of a druggist to me latelv. 

“I've quit patronizing that fellow,” he 
said. . 

I asked why. 

“I’ve found a cheaper way to get. what 
I want. I was paying him $15 and $6. per 
gallon for flavoring extracts made with al- 
cohol. I ge. them at another plage now 
for $2 ani $% a gaiion. They are made of 
ether, but the public’ docs not know. the 
difference and the flavor seemg, just as 
Z00d when it is couked wup.”’ 

So it goes, the cheapest is always used 
without regard to health. . The commonest 
commercial stuff {s used and there is dittle 
attempt to get that which is chemically 
pure, 

Another menace to health is this cold stor- 
age systen® Food is kept teo Jong. Ty- 
phoild fever lugks in stored eggs. These 
ane used to a“great extent’in the makiug 
of pastries The butter used is frequently 
the poorest quality. One commission man 
told'tnc that some bakeries. buy only the 
poorest quality. If it becomes rancid be- 
fore using it is washed in ammonia. This 
is the favorite freshening-up process. Deal- 
ers often employ it, as it removes all odor 
and presumably the butter ts _§ freshiy 
churned. After a time the ammonia evap- 
orates and the bad qualities reappear. The 
ammonia doas not obliterate them—just 
eovers them over long enough for sale or 
use in the ples and cakes, and they go into 
the system fully capable to work harm. 

It can thus be seen how impure the ma- 
terials for fancy dishes come to the chef. 
What he employs to further enhance their 
taste is the chef's secret—there lies the dif- 
ference in chefs. If the purest of food- 
stuffs were used there would still be dan- 
ger, for pastries are never wholesome .ar.4 
fashion decrees that banquets should coine 
at night, which is the worst possible time 
to load the stomach with food that is hard 
to digest. 

Those of us who are content to live on 
Plain food, to take it regularly, moderately 
and always in season, will never suffer 
from the compl unt of the Vv ice<P reside; nt. i 
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‘Hamed liver, gout, 


advise a free use of fruit and vegetables, 
but always in the séasof they come and ndt 
after they have been stored away or kept 
by chemical process for months. They are 
then delicacies and fashionable, but they 
are nevertheleas injuriors. 

The effect of high-living on the digestive 
Organs is manifold. The chemicals gen- 
erate poisonous gases, producing an in- 
Bright's disease, rheu- 
matism and kidney and liver disorders. The 
Uissugs become poisoned and fail to supply 
the necessary gastric juice for healthy di- 
Sestion. 

Then again we eat too much. The first 
meal should be light Im quantity and qual- 
ity. Coffee,.toust and fruit make the best 
meal. At noon the heavy meal should be 
eaten, vegetables and meats. Supper should 
be almost as‘ light as breakfast. Do not 
eat before retiring. If you are hungry a 
cracker or a plece of fruit will satisfy the 
stomacit unt morning. 

It should be borne in mind that ft takes 
from six to eight hours to thoroughly di- 
Zest a hearty meal. If we eat heartily in 
the marning, again at noon and then at 
night, the stomach hes had no rest and it 
will only take the strain of a few years to 
render you a cyspeptic or a sufferer from 
a complication of stomach disorders fully as 
seridus as those that beset Mr. Hobart.

Then the 
day came that they could eat nothing, not 
even to satisfy that contmual gnawing that 
is ever with them. Tney.ask me to treat 
them when they are ready to despair. l 
have only one rul¢, give them plain food, 
in the simplest and most easily 
digestible manner. That Is my rule for the 
invalids to restore them to health and it 
ts my rule for the healthy to keep them

from: becoming Ill. I am a healthy womag, 
with a™healthy worhan's appetite, yet my 
meals are simple and light, “invalid’s 
meals,’ indeed. But my theory is that while 


they keep me well and strongtf properly fol- 
lowed they would do the same for others. 


My breakfast cons'sis of friuts and healthy 
grain foods as oatmeal, wheats, etc. 
noon I take my heavy meal, which is not 
so Heavy at that. A few vegetab! po- 
tatoes, tqmatoes> corn, plainly cook@l, and 
sometimes a sniall quantity of meat. At 
sudper I have fruits and some more grain 
food. - 

Of the canned foods tomatoes, I believe, 
are. the least injurious: T' do not think chem- 
icals are usually ermployed in their prepara- 
tion. Corn.and peas are bad.. I include 
pickles. with these, for salicylife acid is 
use@ there. It keeps the peas and pickles 
‘green and fresh looking. 

I: would caution, against the use .of pre- 
pared sauces and catsups. The chemicals 
+hey;contain aré very injyrious and literally 
eat up the stomach Iming’ Men'suffer more 
from this cause than women. They are 
provyerbiaily fonder of sauces and many 
use them too profusely. They bave no place 
on my table. Pepper is also tabbooed and 
but little salt is used. We are creatures of 
habit in most everything we do. I do not 
know of anything that more strikinglv il- 
lustrates this than the use of salt. Is it re- 
ally necessary? I think I could get along 
very comfortably without it: I have no 
doube that if our forefathers had sprinkled 
their meat and vegetabels with lime we 
would be doing the same thing and vowing 
that it was indispensible to life and health. 

¥ do not know anything about Mr. Ho- 
bart’s ilIness or the causes that led to It, 
but if he attended 89 banquets in W days he 
should not complain now of being sick. The 
great rule of life is, after all, temperance in 
all things, and most of all in eating and 
drinking. I could not tell what a banquet 
would do to me, or the effect of a pate 
de fole gras on my digestion. I ghoud not 
like to try either... I have seen too much of 
what they have dene for others. 
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. WASHING A PATIENTS STOMACH 


NEW YORK, Nov. 16. 

Special Correspondence of Sunday Post-Dispatcb. 
R. AMERICUS ENFIELD has come 
[) to New York from Bedford, Pa., 
with a method of renovating the hu- 
man stomach Which, he says, is in advance 
of anything yet in use by the physicians 

of the metropolis. 

Dr. Enfield operated upon one of his pa- 
tients in the presence of a representative 
of the Sunday Post-Dispatch last week, and 
the man said that it made him feel better. 

The process is almost entirely mechanical. 
The first thing done is to prepare the re- 
Spiratory passages with a liquid spray fol- 
lowed by an injection of vapor from an ato- 
mizer. The treatment makes breathing 
easy and facilitates the operation. 

The patient then swallows about a yard 
of india rubber tubing with an Einhorn 
lamp at the end of it, to which are added 
some of Dr. Endfield's improvements. These 
include a.fiattening of the bulb, a spiral fil- 


light is intensified. Moreover, instead of us- 
ing a battery Dr. Enfield attaches his lamr 
to the street current, which is reduced tu a 
manageable force by running it through 
several incandescent lamps. 

This improved light illuminates the inter- 
ior so vividly that the stomach, bowels and 
heart are made quite visible, and the doctor 
can see, he says, whether there is any tu- 
mor or other growth which might make 
subsequent operations dangerous. 

If the view is satisfactory he pulls the 
hose out and makes the patient swallow 
a pint of water with hickory ashes mixed 
in. Then the doctor sends down another 
hose almost as thick as a small broomsti kK. 
Through this runs a cable attached to a 
brush of hog's bristles or horsehair, some- 
what similar to those used In cleaning lamp 
chimneys, but of more delicate material. 
The other end of the cable is made fast 
to a machine which bears some resemblance 
to an apple peeler. 

When the tube Is first swallowed the brush 
is concealed in it, and not until It is at the 
bottom of the stomach is it pushed out to 
the requisite position. Then the doctor turns

T may surprise some people to learn, on 
| the authority of a consular report is- 
sued recently, that Brazil can claim 
to rank as the greatest coffee-producing 
country in the world. We generally asso- 
Clate coffee with the Mast, but at the rres- 
ont day the new world grows a far larger 
Quantity than the old. ‘The plant is cultl- 
vated from Mexico to Brazil, including, of 
course, the West Indian Islands. In most 
parte the industry is increasing rapidly. 
Brazil alone produces more than 1,500,000,- 
0 pounds of coffee per annum. It is be- 
lieved to have furnished in 1898 more than 
three-quarters of all the coffee raised in 
America, though this continent conte*uted 
8 per cent of the total quantity grown 
on the giobe. So great is the output that 
there is Canger of the supply exceeding the 
Gemand. 

The statistics of the trade are curious. 
The United States imports largely—in fact, 
they are Brazil's principal customer; but 
they ere by no means at the head of the 
list of consumers, the annual amount being 
just under 10 pounds per head. But, as 
it happens, the principal coffee-drinking na- 
tlons are small, and the Americans differ 
from them in liking their coffee weak. 

Tre Dutch are the greatest consumers, 
3 pounds a head being the allowance tin 
Holland. Denmark is second, but with a 
jong interval, and Belgium follows. The

Eat only two meals a day—morning and 
evening. The frequent introduction of 
heavy food to the stomach destroys its mo- 
tility. 

Do not eat bread made with veast. 
up fermentation in the stomach. 

Do not eat food made with white 
because modern milling has removed 
nutritive power. 

Drink no milk at or after meals, because 
solid food causes the secretion of gastric 
juice which causes the milk to curdle. Drink 
milk only on an empty stomach, and then 
lie down for an hour. 

Avold everything containing sugar. Sugar 
creates acid in the stomach, and there is 
too much acid in our food already. ; 

Take as much exercise as possible. Eat 
slowly. Masticate thoroughly. Use plain, 
coarse foods such as roast and boiled meats 
and whole-wheat bread. Avoid uncooked 
starches and fermentive food.
